WHEN selling by sample, the use of 
trade marks or private brands has no 
legal significance, according to the re- 
sult of a case tried in this city last 
week, 


THE longs are struggling hard to 
keep the price of petroleum certificates 
above ninety cents, and the shorts are 
doing their level best to prevent an 
onward march—and that is the long 
and the short of it. 


ONE result of the fight Over the 
Dawes bill—the great American pub- 
lic gets a peep into the cauldrons 
where their ‘“‘shortening” is tried out. 
We are going to know what all sorts 
of lard are made of. 


Tuk Stock Exchange governors have 
at length decided that petroleum cer- 
tificates shall be dealt in, and the 
committee on unlisted securities is 
now preparing rules and regulations 
to govern such sales. We shall soon 
see what we shall see. 


F'RoM whence is the demand that all 
makers of proprietary medicines shall 
print their patented recipes in full on 
the outside of bottles or packages? Is 
it a clever scheme to enable unscrupu- 
lous manufacturers, big and little, to 
defraud the rightful owners? 


Tuk Paint, Oil and Varnish Club of 
New York scored an undoubted suc- 
cess in its recent annual gathering. 
There is the best of American bus- 
iness bloodin this organization and 
witk vim and judgment in the man- 
agement it is bound to be a power. 


ACTIONS speak louder than words. 
The Stock Exchange Governors would 
have the people believe the younger 
exchange is of too little consequence 
to be considered a competitor, yet 
their acts justify the belief that they 
fear the competition of their young 
rival. 


Tue term of President Humpheys, 
of the Association of Manufacturers 
and dealers in Proprietary Medicines, 
expires in the fall, and he has request- 
ed them to find a successor. The as- 
sociation will do well to continue in 
office one of the best of executive 
oflicers and a hard worker. 


TuE land phosphate rock companies 
have formed a combination to regulate 
production and prices independent of 
the river companies. The latter failed 
to get protection from the State of 
South Carolina, and are now deserted 
by their would-be friends, but are evi- 
dently able to “‘paddle their own ca- 
noe.” 


THE governing committee of the 
Stock Exchange isacting like school 
boys in its spiteful course toward 
members who have had business deal- 
ings with members of the Congolidated 
Exchange. They will probably soon 
prohibit members granting the court- 
esy of a light from their cheroots to 
any of the Consolidated boys. 


Ir is of advantage to look at most 
things from two standpoints. It isso 
with Trusts. A Trust, tumbled on the 
tidal wave of half informed popular 
indignation, may be a very different 
conception from the reality upon 
which the legislative good sense of the 
American people will finally place 
reasonable limitations, 


FAIRNESS IN CRITICISM. 


When a prominent man with ora- 
torical ability discourses,at a club din- 
ner, on topics of vital interest, and 
concerning which the public mind is 
peculiarly sensitive, he ought to deal 
most candidly with his subjects of cri- 
ticism, and feel a conscientious re- 
sponsibility for the impressions as to 
facts which he may convey in his 
utterances. When the orator grows 
vehement in his declamation, he 
should grow solid with his facts. 

Such reflections might follow upon 
the listening to the bright remarks of 
Gen. Horatio C. King, at the recent 
banquet of the Paint, Oil and Varnish 
Club. Our own stenographie report 
of that speech appears in another 
column. When the orator has ad- 
vanced beyond the pleasantries and 
gets down to serious work, he says, 
“I was going tosay something in the 
way of sermonizing on this question of 
trusts,” and then in the same sentence 
and without premising any distinc- 
tions or discriminations, he goes on 
witb, “I claim whenever there is a 
combination of capital, or if you 
please, a combination of labor, formed 
for the purpose of defying the law—” 
Just here we may cut off the quota- 
tion, for there is nothing beyond 
which in any way modifies this insinu- 
ation of a law defying purpose and in- 
tent. 

Does Gen. King intend to throw it 
out asa fact that capital on the one 
hand and labor on the other hand, are 
organizing for the purpose of defying 
the law, and that the combinations 
now under discussion were effected 
with that very intent? Someof the 
very best menin the country are in- 
terested in either combinations of 
capital known as trusts, or in those 
other great trusts known as labor or- 
ganizations. 


“Does Gen. King intend to point 
them out as intentional defyers of the 
law?” The millennial adjustment of 
rights and epjoyments will come ufler 
such characterizations are obsolete. 
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FOR WHAT REASON? 


It is dificult to get at the true in- 
wardness of the bill introduced into 
the New York Assembly which aims 
to compel all makers of proprietary 
medicines to ‘print upon their wrap- 
pers or labels each and all of the com- 
ponent parts or ingredients of the 
same and the preparation of each con- 
ta'ned therein.” If there is anything 
even plausible in this requirement we 
failto discern it. No ome can for a 
moment be deluded with the notion 
that it is in the interest 
of the health of the _ people, 
for that is eminently guarded by ex- 
isting laws, and every manufacturer 
is sharply amenable to the laws, and 
public opinionas well, for palming off 
noxious or deleterious concoctions up- 
on unsuspecting customers, If there 
were any latent promises of good in 
this incipient statutory scheme we 
might smile kindly upon it as some- 
thing tentative at least in the liue of 
medical progress but there does not 
appear to be so much as that doubtful 
merit in the bill. 

A government patent cannot alone 
protect the rightful manufacturer. 
His preparation is secret; his formulas 
are rightfully his own and secrecy is 
his essential guard. Great enterprises 
have been built up, capital invested 
and rights created in the confidence 
that the governmental policy of gen- 
erations would be continued. There 
is just now a seeming craze in legisla- 
tive channels for hampering and re- 
strictive statutes and before the ten- 
dency spends its utter force mueh 
wrong may be inflicted and a multi- 
tude of mischiefs done. Important 
properties should not be injured by 
threatened inimical legislation, and 
.urely such bills as Assemblyman 








Smith’s create disquietude and unset- 
tle confidence. Where is the demand 
for such a law? Whoand how numer- 
ous are the aggrieved parties whose 
sufferings can be remedied only by 
such a radical and sweeping statute 
remedy? 

If such a law is necessary public sen- 
timent has been asleep for decades and 
it should be roused at once. If it is 


not necessary the subject ought not to 
be trifled with. 
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THE TARIFF ON GLASS, 


If the tariff is really to be revised 
during this session of Congress, itis a 
foregone corclusion that an effort will 
be made tw extensively alter the duties 
on glass. Among the articles recom- 
mended for the free list window and 
plate glass have been prominently 
mentioned. It is contended by the 
friends of free glass that the industry 
in this country has reached the stage 
where protection is no longer neces- 
sary, while the manufacturers earnest- 
ly declare that unless they are insured 
against the competition of foreign 
makers by a tax on importations thit 
will be little, if any, less than that now 
imposed, the glass industry of the 
United States will be irreparably in- 
jured. Washington is said to be full 
of glass makers, who have been there 
for many days endeavoring to ascer- 
tain the intentions of the Ways and 
Means Committee in regard to glass, 
but so far without success. 

The importers appear to have no ex- 
pectation that glass will be placed on 
the free list, and are not at all san- 
guine that the duties will be materi- 
ally reduced. They believe the influ- 
ence of the domestic manufacturers is 
too great to be overcome by such argu- 
ments asmay be brought to bear in 
favor of the abolition of all duties, or 
of even a moderate reduction. More- 
over, the manufacturers, in this case 
at least, will have the cordial support 
of the workmen, who see in the pro- 
posed revision of the tariff the possibi- 
lity of a great reduction in wages. 
With their well-organized forces and 
the influence they can exert upon their 
representatives in Congress, they 
will be valuable allies to the manu- 
facturers in resisting what both con- 
sider the ruinous tariff policy out- 
lined by the suggestions: of free trad- 


ers. 
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OPIUM SMUGGLING, re 

The Treasury Department, accord- 
ing to a special dispatch, has unearth- 
ed a gigantic opium smuggling scheme 
in San Francisco, which has been in 
practice for some time. It is said to 
have been known to the customs offi- 
cials, some of whom were implicated 
by the investigations, but no efforts 
were made until recently to check it. 
There certainly seems to be necessity 
for extra vigilance on the part of the 
customs officers, since it is well known 
that several factories for preparing 
opium for smoking have been in opera- 
tion for years pastin British Columbia 
the bulk of their product coming into 
the United States without paying duty. 
San Francisco enjoys the distinction 
of being the chief port through which 
theelicit entries are made, but there 
is evidence that a considerable quan- 
tity finds its way across the Jakes. 
Last weck nearly two’ thousand 
pounds of the prepared drug were 
seized on the premises of a farmer 
near Watertown, N. Y., and a close 
search all along the Canadian frontier 
would probably reveal many other 
similar hiding places. 
Perhaps the suggestion of the Secre- 
tary of the Treasury that the duty be 
reduced from ten dollars toa dojlara 
pound might stop the smuggling of 
opium, but that carries with it the 
danger of making the noxious drug 
more accessible to consumers. As it is 
quite as- necessary to prevent the 
spread of opium smoking as it is tg 
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stop the smuggling of the d'uz, noth- 
ing short of the strictest vigilance and 
honesty of the customs officials will 
prevent the smugglers from continou- 
ing their nefarious and dangerous 
trade. 
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JANUARY PETROLEUM STATIS- 
TICS. 


The monthly pipe lines statements 
for the month of January have been 
published and make an exhibit that 
must prove very gratifying to every 
member of the Producers’ Protective 
Asscciation, as it shows the obj-cts 
sought to be accomplished by that 
organization are now pretty well as- 
sured. The shut-down has now heen 
in force three months—one quarter of 
the time agreed upon—an 1 it has been 
the means of causing a reduction in 
the average daily production of about 
26,000 barrels. During this period the 
stocks have been reduced about 3 740,- 
0CO barrels, or nearly one and a quar- 
ter miliion barrels per month. This 
exhibit alone, under ordinary circnm- 
stunces, wou'd be considered of suffi- 
cient ‘m. ortance to send prices boom- 
ing, but there continues to be an ab- 
sence of speculative iuterest which bas 
thus far wade it difficult for the oper- 
ators interested in higher jrices to 
keep the market above ninety cents. 
The January statements show the aver- 
age daily rans to have amouuted tu 
86,723 barrels, whiie those for Decem- 
ber were 41,918 barrels, »nd for Octc- 
ber—the won'h preceding the inaugu 
ration of the shut down—the daily 
runs averaged 62,494 barrels. This 
shows that the decreas? is growing 
larger each month and may ye: briug 
the daily production below 30,000 bar. 
rela. On the otber hand the deliveri+s 
continue very large, amountivg durinz 
January to 2.308.050 barrels, which is 
the la’gest amouns delivered during 
any January, and is in excess of the 
average monthly deliveries during 1857. 
The tot.1 of sto:ks above ground in 
tanks and pipes at the end of October 
em upted to 30,906,810 barrels, at the 
end «f November to 29 655,488 barr: l., 
atthe end of December to 23 857,112 
barrels, aud at the ead of Jauauary to 
27,166,369 barrels. At this rate of de- 
crease the stocks above ground would 
become entirely exhausted before the 
close of 1889. As the term of the shut- 
down expires next November it may 
be safe to assume, however, that the 
decrease in stocks will then receive a 
check, and probably an increase in 
stocks wil then follow the un- 
restricted operations of the drill and 
an actual scarcity of oil be averted. 
The producers find it much cheaper to 
allow the oil to rewain iu the earth 
than to store it in the tanks of the va- 
rious pipe lines, though when the oi| 
is once above ground it can be con- 
verted into money. Thereis, however, 
no need for the prodig‘ous stocks that 
have accumulated in the past, and a 
reduction to say 12,000,000 barrels, will 
tend to place the petroleum produciog 
industry in a more healthy condition. 
The statement of the exportsof pe- 
troleum for the month of January, 
compiled by the Bureau of Statirtics 
at Washington, has been issued. The 
total exports of all the products during 
that month show a decrease of 12,110,- 
193 gallons, as compar+d with tice ex- 
ports during January last year. This 
is an unsatisfactory exbibit, especially 
in view of the fact that stocks in the 
principal foreign markets are swaller 
than they were a year ago. As the 
difference in the exports of one month 
compared with another may not be of 
much importance, by reason cf special 
causes, we look further and fiod that, 
compering the exports coveriug the 
period from July 1 last t» the end of 
J wuary, with the correspondiog period 
of the year previous, there isade crease 
io the total exports of 7,183,747 gallons. 
This is not a large difference, but it is 
a Gifference on the wrong side. Tne 
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prices of last year will be established 
for some time, the opinion seems to 
prevail that fluctuations wi!] naturally 
tend downward. We should judge 
from the present position of tallow 
that the market will remain on a com- 
paratively steady basis.

January last year, and for the seven 
montbs ended January 31, compared 
with the corresponding period last 
year, the increase amounts to 5 318,347 
gallons. Our exports of lubr'cating 
oils show an increase for January of 
331,235 gallons, and for the seven 
months period to 3,961,011 gallons. 
Our exports of naphtha and residuum 
show a large decrease during both pe- 
riods. Whatever may be said of the 
inferiority of competiaog oi's in for: ign 
markets, the fac is plain that we are 
losing ground, Not only do the figures 
show a positive falling off in the foreign 
demand for our oi'!, but we are not 
reaping benefit from the large increase 
ia the consumption, and this difference 
is being supplied by a competitor who 
is makicg strenuous efforts to crowd 
out Awerican oi! wherever possible. 
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TALLOW MARKET DISAPPOINTING 


The little boow in tallow which had 
been anxiously looked for and was 
fully taken advantage of when it did 
arrive, gives evidence of a Jack of stay- 
ingquaiities, It required considerable 
time aud effort to advance the market 
above five cents, and so long as the 
auctions abroad realized firm figures 
there was encouragemept for better 
home values, but recent foreign trans- 
actious have caused a slight reaction 
in pricts, and the market here has 
again settled on a five-cent basis. 
Specu'ation has not been a marked 
feature of business, and in this reyard 
the tradiag assumed a different aspect 
than in forwer years, when the craze 
to purchase aud hold for an advance 
was one of the priocipal characteris 
tics, and in several instances caused 
heavy losses to capitalists. As a spec- 
ulat ve commodity tallow has been 
found to be very uncertain, and the 
uoprofitable experience in the past has 
caused more of a legitimute movement 
into consumptive channels; hence the 
absence of viclent fluctuations in price 
and slow upward tendency. There 
has been more stability in the market 
as a consequence, and operators can 
act more iate'ligently, but the course 
of values is not giving satisfaction; 
welters and dealers claim that the 
article is worth more money, and a 
higher range was expected when the 
market declined. When compared 
with the prices of other soap stocks, 
however, tallow seems to be getting 
itsrhare, and one item in its favor is 
the large and increasing demand. 
This is shown by the heavy sales for 
domestic use and the export statistics, 
From January 1 to February 4 the 
foreign movement has aggregated 
4,720 984 pounds in cowparison with 
2,434,912 pounds for the same period 
in 1887, which is an excellent begin- 
ning for this year. The domestic re- 
ceipts since Junuary 1 record wu less 
pumber of hogsheads, tierces and cusks 
of tallow, as compared with this time 
last year, but there was an increase of 
1,459 barrels last month, and the sup- 
plies in store assisted to meet the cur- 
rent demands. It is not believed that 
much stock is held here for a higher 
market, but that agood portion o1 the 
cheap tallow was workel off before 
five cents was reached. At all events, 
the offerings have been light for two 
wonths, and if any stock is held in the 
backgrouud the operators are not 
cognizant of the fact. Although it is 
not believed that} the extreme low 


During the month of January 
our exports of crude show an increase 
of 733,777 gallons over the exports of 


the mannfacturers of glue as one of 
large sales and small profits. The 
consumption has been maintained in 
good volume throughout, and had it 
not been for the decline in price of 
foreign glue and consequent importa- 
tions it, would have been a time of 
considerable gain, The cause of the 
reduced prices abroad is said to have 
bean the influxto Europeof Australian 
sheep stock, along with the general 
reduction in the cost of bones, out of 
which much glue is made in England, 
France and Germany. 

Increased importations of glue to 
this couutry began in May and were 
maintained the balance of the year, 
prices of the foreign product having 
declined in some iastances as much as 
20 per cent. This pressed heavily 
upon the makers bere wh? were 
loaded with high-priced glue stock 
and had contracts for supplies ranning 
for months ahead. If, however, it 
leads to a more conservative policy in 
the buying of stock hereafter, the loss 
will be made up. There has been an 
improved feeling in the foreign glue 
markets of late, and in several in- 
stances prices are advanced and main- 
tained with increasing sales which 
must affect soon the prices of our 
domestic grades. Giue-making is a 
progressive industry, as each half de- 
cade shows in better goods produced. 
There is no duty on imported glue 
stock, and the product of stock in this 
country is the largest per capita in the 
world, except, probably, certain ports 
of South America. With the improved 
machinery, careful methods and in- 
creasing plants, the foreign article 
ought to be driven out and leave a 
surplus for export, and this will with- 
out doubt be accomplished in the near 


future,

SUGGESTIVE FLAXSEED FIGURES. 

During January only 1,650 bushels 
of flaxseed arrived in this city from 
the West, in comparison with 23,050 
bush Is same month last year. Of 
course, no seed was exported since the 
opening of the year, while during 
January, 1£87, the amount sent abroad 
reached 15,911 bushels. The scarcity 
of domestic seed has caused more 
activity in linseed from Calcutta and 
Bombay, the receipts during January 
reaching 59,519 bags. The balance of 
domestic seed is kept in the West, 
while city crushers are repeating their 
experience of supplying customers 
with oil from Calcutta seed at the 
same price quoted for the product of 
domestic seed.

BYRON D. BENSON, 

The death of Mr. Byron D. Benson, cf tbe 
Tidewa'er Pipe Company, which took place in 
this city, was announced last Thursday. Mr. 
Benson had been a sufferer from cancer for 
two years and although bis home was in Titus- 
villebe had been in New York fixzhting his 
terrible enemy since the disease fi-st made its 
presence known. The cancer firet appeared 
on the under lip, and wastreated with apparent 
success, but reappeared in the throat in a few 
weeks and steadily grew in siz2 and malig- 
nancy untilit sapped the strength and finally 
the life of its victim.

Such an adulteration could be the 
work only of a bungler, and would be detected 
atonce by mixing a little of the salt witha 
drop of su'phuric acid fn a porcelain capsule or 
the hollow on the under side of a teacup, add- 
ing 20 minims of «lcohol and setting fire to the 
mixture, stirring as it burns. If borax (or 
boracic acid) is present, the alcohol flame as it 
burns low wiil show a green tinge. —Phar. Era 


The Russian government is preparing a law 
in relation to butterine, which is expected to 
contain regulations about the casks, &c., being 
marked with the words **Margarine—lard,’ 
also about a taxon the manufacture, prchiti- 
tion against selling butter and butterine at the 
same shop, prohibition against import of but- 
terine, and regu'ations about compulsorily 
dyeing butterine red with alkamine. It will be 
thus seen that the Russian government is not 
entirely oblivious of legislative progress in 
other countries.—London Grocer. 


The press reports from Washington, as con- 
densed by the Amer can GI 8: Worker, say the 
tariff tinkers in committee decided to cut the 
duty on glass £0 per cent. Two Democratic 
members, p e3uwmed to be Bynum, of Indiana, 
and Wilson, of West Virginia, refused to vote 
for the proposition, claiming that the present 
tariff on g'ass, especially window gliss, was 
merely sufficient to cover the difference be- 
tween the wages of employes in this country 
and Europe. The Republican members will 
stick to them, and they expect to keep the tariff 
on giass as at present, when the bill is reported 
to the House. 


Henry C. Spalding, the inventor of “Spald- 
ing’s glue,”” and who was at one time worth 
$80,000, died in Blockley almshouse, Philadel- 
phia, last week, at the age of 62 years. He 
came from Boston many years ago and invented 
a special kind of coach varnish, a water proof 
fluid for lining casks and barrels. and several 
other things of considerab’e commercial value 
de met with financial success:s wi'h his inven 
tions, but soon took to drinking, which finally 
resuited in his ruin. He wasa ‘mitted to the 
Philadelphia Hospital on January 20 lastsuffer- 
ing from typhoid pneumonia, An only daugh- 
ter in Boston survives him, 


Sugar scum or residue is practically a waste 
product, which can be obtained in large quan- 
tities at a few shillings aton both in London 
and Liverpool, says Invention It is ciaimed 
that out of 10) tons of this sugar scum about 33 
tons of carbon can ba o}.tained, which, as Pro- 
fessor E. Mills cf Anderson’s College, Gl gow, 
states, will be “as permanent and unalterable 
asapiece of giase.”” When ground and levi 
gated it is stated to be suitable for manufac- 
turing into printing and engraving inks, drop 
blacks, paints, black varnish, paper staining, 
coating for tarpaulins, &c. A special use is 
also that for the manufacture of biacking and 
for foundry carbon, and it is also stated to be 
good for filtraticn purposes and for refloere. 


An American correspondent of the London 
Grocer gives the following reason for the fail- 
ure of the National Pure Food Association: 
*Toere has been opposition from two sources— 
one from men «ho by the demands of their 
nature cannot be happy except they are on the 
cff side; the other from manufacturers of 
*vieo’ and various mixtures of hog fat and mis- 
cellaneous ingredients, palmed off on an un- 
euspecting public either as butter or pure leaf 
lard, acd from the jobbers, who flod profit in 
selling the retailer aduiterated goods,such as 
burot and ground cocoanut shelle, flivored 
with essential oils as pure spices. Bosides, 
there is avtagonism growing out of a dislike 
for the officers of the first convention, and 
from the rivalries and jealousies of trade jour- 
nalists,’’ 


PETROLEUM NOTES. 








Truth may lie at the bottom of a well, but

The new bulk-oil carrying steamship Chester, 
bulit at Greenock fur Herman Stursberg & Co., 
of New York, will be due at Philadelphia next 
week.

The o:l exchange building at Parker City, 
Pa., was old Saturday at constable’s sale for 
ground ont, ‘Ten years ago, when a large part 
of the oil production was in Armstrong, Butler 
and Clarion counties, this exchange made the 
oil market for the world. 

The natural gas bill recently introduced in 
the Ohio General Assembly by Senator Carter 
did not meet with the approbation of the bual- 
ness men of Findlay, who at a meeting ap- 
pointed a committee to organiz> an opposition 
tothe passage cf the bill on the ground that 
the measure was believed to be favorable to 
monopoly. 

Gas well No, 14in ths south part of Findlay 
was drilied in last week. The Trenton rock 
was struck at a depth of 1,158 feet. The drill 
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penetrated the Trenton 52 feet. A strong 
vein of gas was struck at 40 feet in the sand. 
The well was shot, and is now flowing atthe 
rate of 5.00 0 cubic feet perday. The well 
will be tuted and shut down and saved for fu- 
ture demands. 


The indications increase every d-y for re- 
newed activity in the Northwestern Ohio oi! 
fleld a3 soon as spring opens. In one day re- 
cently one company had seventy-five oil leases 
recorded, and all lands supposed to be in any 
way contiguous to ol are being taken up as 
fast as possible. Several wells will drill in dur- 
ing the coming week in new territory, one of 
them near McComb, in the northwest part of 
Hancock county. 


The new law relative to the Russian excise 
on petroleum, which provided that the dury 
paid should be refunded in case of exnortation 
to a foreign country, has been mod_fi d by an 
order in virtue of which petroleum, eu jct to 
the observance of certain formalities. may in 
future be exported through the customs houses 
at Russian ports and at certain pleces on the 
western frontier,even without previous pay- 
ment of excise duty. 


The Executive Committee of the Oil Pro- 
ducers’ Association met in Pittsburgh last 
week. The committee is composed of David 
Kirk, T. W. Phillips, James Amon, H. L. Tay- 
lor, 8. P. Thompson and J. L. McKinnie. Some 
ot the producers had gone back on the egree- 
ment to shut down for a year, and were en- 
gaged in drilling welle. The object of the 
meeting was to meet these producers and in- 
duce them to come to time. 


A frightful explosion of nitro-glycerin oc- 
curred at Bellevue, O., last Friday. Workmen 
were preparing to thvot a gas well. One of 
them struck into a pile of sawdust with a crow- 
bar. There were 245 cartridges in the pile, and 
when one was struck with the bar ail went cff 
with terrific force. Two men were blown to 
atoms. No piece of their bodies larger thana 
band cou'd be found, A house forty rods away 
was moved from its foundations, and doors 
were forced from their hinges. Allover the 
town windows were broken. 


Galley Bros., who have been wildcatting for 
gas at Bradys ron near Beaver Falls, Pa., have 
struck astrong well.

The Indian Government has decided to levy 
an import duty on petroleum, and a bill was 
introduced at a meeting of the Council lately 
held, with the obj-ct of clothing the govern 
ment with the necessary Il: gal authority, Itis 
estimated that the probable annual import of 
petroleum amounts to rx10,000,(00. It is pro- 
posed by the present bill to levy an import du'y 
ot 5 per cent. This duty, together with the 
eubanced duty on salt, will give an increasea 
income of rx1,790,00,80 that the expenditure 
will stand at 1rx78,920,000 aud the revenue at 
rx7#,630,000.

While boring an artesian weil at Grones 
Bros.’ brewery in St. Louisafewd yaago, an 
oily substance was noticed on the water tbat 
was met at a depth of 700 feet. The boring was 
continued, and at a depth of 1 100 f-et the oil 
was found in considerable quantities, Tests 
proved it to be crude petro‘'euw, A pump has 
been at work for several days, and, thougha 
very imperiect experiment, brings up about 
two barrels of oil a day, mixed with large 
quantities of water. The well will be bored 
deeper and more perfect tests made witha 
view to development, 

A meeting of Scottish oil companies’ repre- 
sentatives was held in Glasgow on the 23d ult. 
to receive Mr. E. T. Bedford, of the Thompson 
& Bedford Co., limited, New York, and other 
vil interests, to discuss with him th» condition 
of the oil trade. There was a full representa- 
tion of the oil companies in Scotland present, 
the Oakbank a!/one being unrepresented. Those 
present approved of some scheme being adopt- 
ed to keep the production from great!y exceed- 
ing the demand. Estimates were mada asto 
the product of oil in Scotland, and Mr, Bedtord 
had fu'l statistics as to the production of oil in 
the States and elsewhere. 


The city gas trustees, of Findlay, Obio, last 
Saturday made the announcement tbat they 
have decided to give natural gas to manufac 
turers absolutely free, only requiring that they 
sball pay the cost of laying the pipes to their 
worke. A movementis nowon fout to make 
the gas free toall consumers, placing all the 
expenses connected with the management of 
the plant upon the tax duplicate, and collect- 
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ing it in the same manner as other taxes. The 
was trustees announce the total daily capacity 
of the wells owned by the city, fiftecn in num- 
ber, at 45,000,000 cubic feet. The private wells 
will produce about thesime amount, making 
the total daliy production within the city 
limits at 9°,900,00 cubic feet. 


There appears to te some misapprehension 
in certain quarters as to the exact intent of the 
recent, action of the Produce Exchange in de- 
ciding that “refined petroleum made from 
crude o\l of the district known as Lima, or oil 
made from a crude oil of similar quality or 
character shall be excluded.” The words 
“shall be exzluded’” do not mean that 
reflued made from Lima crude ghall not be 
sold, as such, onthe exchange, but means that 
when no épecial oil is cesignated in a contract 
and **Lima oii’’ is tendered it is not ‘a good de- 
livery.” I:1crder hereafter to assure the ac- 
ceptance of Lima vil it must be agreed be- 


tween buyer and seller that such oil is to be de- 
livered. 


Last Friday atrain on the N. ¥.,P.&0.R 
R., near Meadville. Pa., ran into an open switch 
and into a freight train, the rear cars of which 
were loaded with cil tanks. The car struck 
immediately took fire, and another car ex- 
ploding set fre to the other twenty-five cars, 
which burned during a greater part of the 
afternoon. The engine was badly wrecked and 
the engineer was severely cut and bruised about 
the face and hands, Toe fireman saved his life 
by jumping. He escaped uninjured, except 
that bis right ear was nearly cut from his head 
by striking something in his desperate leap. 
None of the passengers were injured save one 
poor feliow, who had his collar bone broken by 
being buried against the stove. 


Referring to the petroleum traffic in the Cau- 
casus, a Moscow c rrespondent says that it is 
greatly impeded by the difficulties encountered 
in crossing the Suram Passe. Owing to the 
heavy gradients and sharp curves a loc »motive 
can only draw six trucks at once over tha pla- 
teau, 80 that a train has to be divided into four 
to six parts. Ag it was estimated that it would 
cost 16,000,000 to 20,0000 0 roubles to alter the 
direction of the line, it bas been decided to 
construot a pip? line, into which the petroleum 
will be pumped up by an engine to the highest 
point of the pa-s,and then flow down by its 
own weight. The length of this conduit will 
be 3U kilometers, and it is believed that by this 
arrangement 12000,000 poods more of petro- 
{eum can be brought across the Pass in a year. 


It is reported in a Shanghae paper that the 
naphtha ard oil merchants of Baku have re- 
solved to start a company for the supply of 
petroleum to the diff-rent ports in China, 
Japan ans Siberia. With the objet of creating 
asaie of these products in the East on a large 
scale, petroieum warehouses; and shops for the 
sale of lamps are to be constructed at Viadi- 
vestock and Petropaviovek. From these central 
warehouses petroleum and lamps will be sent 
to the retail shops which the company intend 
opening io the towns of Eastern Siberia and 
China. An oil vessel, the steamship ‘Castle 
Eden,” arrived at Calcutta with a cargo of 73,- 
010 cases «f petroleum oil from Batoum on the 
llth ult, Tois is the firet time that the product 
of the great Caspian oil fleld has been shipped 
to Calcutta, though for about six or eight 
months Bombay has been receiving supplies. 


The owners of petroleum wells in Galicia 
bave during the year which bas just passed not 
found this industry a very profitable one. Al- 
though the area over whicb petrojleum oc: urs 
is very considerable, amountir gto about 1500 
Eaoxlish square miles, the local yield is small, in 
many cases not exceeding 1}4 barrels per day 
per bore hole, whilst the price of Galician pe- 
troleum has ruled very low, varying from 4¢ to 
536dperton. Russian olls can be delivered 
bere for 73 per ton. ‘he cost of sinking bore 
bok s in the eastern portion of Galicla amounts 
to about 753 per yard, whilst in the western 
portion the cost is only 208 per yard. During 
the last six years there were sunk 280 bore 
boles averaging in d-pth from 200 to 400 yards, 
There are about 50 boring engines at work, be- 
sides a considerable numver of band drills, and 
quite recently diawond driils have been intro- 
duced gu as to accelerate the work,— Industries, 


Northern capitalists have been prospecting 
lately on some rich mineral lands ia Palo Pinto 
County, Texas. Last Thursday, ata depth of 
380 feet, great volumes of gas, aceompanied by 
a cloud of sand, rushed from a weil being dug 
with a roar thac could be heard a mile distant. 
A workman lit his bis pipe twenty feet from 
the well, igniting toe gas, burning cff his 
whiskers and hair and throwing him a distance 
of fifteen feer, The flames soared upward 
sixty feet, buraing the limbs off trees thirty 
feet distant. ‘l|wo houses, thirty-six feet dis- 
tant, had to be torn down to save them. Stones, 
gravel, earth and water were thrown in upon 
the flaming weli,and the flames were thereby 
lowered, but could not be extinguished. A 
barrel of salt was next emptied on the well, 
and cement Jaid over it,but the gas still contin- 
urd to press itself through and burn rapidly.

CHICAGO, Feb. 11, 1888, 

Contrary to the general expectation of brok- 
ersand buyers, the price of linseed oil has not 
advanced during the week—quctations yet re- 
maining 53c, 54c and 55c, according to the 
quantity ordered. Probably the “true inward- 
ness’ of the hesitancy of producers to raise 
prices is to be found in the fact that the de- 
mand during the past fortnight has been rather 
light. Just why this state of affairs should ex- 
ist, while most, if not all, of the large con- 
sumers are disposed to admit the probability of 
an appreciation in values, is not clearly ap- 
parent. Even now, buyers profess to consider 
the price of oil too high, forgetting that the 
disproportion between the commercial valua- 
tion of oil and seed is more marked to-day than 
when, monthe ago, these same prophets of evil 
said that the market had “climbed to the point 
of culmination.”’ From information of a semi- 
confidential character, I am led to believe that 
anadvance of two centsall along the sliding 
scale has been determined upon, and that Its 
announcement will be delayed forafew days 
only, considerations of policy alone delaying it, 
As regards stocks in the West, it is certain that 
they have never been so light at the same per- 
iod as they are to-day. To buy a “block of oil” 
is impossible, and as to “futures’’—crushers 
willhave none of them. At the same time, 
while both crushers and jobbers may be said to 
be short, sales, In & small way, have aggregated 
avery large amount. It may be said, perhaps, 
that their total volume, up to date, bas ex- 
ceeded that of any previous crop year during 
the same time, 

The consumptive demand for cake in the 
West is unusually active. Chicago mills—or at 
least some Of thcm—are finding ne difficulty in 
marketing a very considerable proportion of 
this valuable by-product near at home, and, it 
is said, at figures more remunerative than those 
derived from sales either at New York or at 
foreign points. 

FLAXSEED. 

Firmness has characterized the market 
throughout the week. As had been expected, 
the official statement of the inspector showed 
a diminution of the amount of seed in store in 
public elevators at the beginning of this week; 
the exact figures being 211,754 bushels on Janu- 
ary 28, and 203,831 bushels on February 4, as 
against 344,954 bushels one year ago. In draw- 
ing comparison, however, for the two years, it 
must be remembered that at this time last year 
there were afloat in the harbor 132,943 bushels, 
which, practically, just so much augmented the 
visible supply. Making due allowance for this, 
the diminution in the quantity of seed “in storc”’ 
during the past week has been 7,923 bushels, 
and 274,066 bushels as compared with the 
amount in sight here on the same date last 
year. Somuch for the predictions of those who 
have persistently prophesied “a full crop of 
seed,”’ 

Ifone were called upon to mention the most 
salient feature of the week’s warket, he 
would undoubtedly say, its steadiness, 
Opening at $146 on Monday, it closed 
to-day at $145. There were no violent 
fluctuations, and the (apparent) decline may be 
said to have been due to the timidity of buyers, 
The difference between this week’s receipts 
and those of last week was only 117 bushels 
the exact figures being 27,545 and 23,328, re- 
spectively). The week’s shipments have ag- 
gregated 19,112 busnels, as against 35,977 bnshels 
and 43,494 one year ago. 

Had there been a more active demand, pro- 
bably prices would have gone higher. As it ig, 
on one day (Thursday), when tnere was liter- 
ally no spot seed offered, the only sales whieh 
could be effected were of seed “to arrive.” 
Total reported sales on the floor of ’Change 
foot up thus: Of cash seed, 26 cars; of March, 
37.500 bushels; of May, 20,500 bushels, The ‘- 











































ter opened at $149 on Monday; was unsalable 
on Tuesday: brought $148 on Wednesday and 
Thursday, and was offered to-day at $1 47 with- 
out takers. March delivery brought $145 on 
Wednesday; $145 on Thursday, but sold to- 
day at $144. Forty-one cars were officially in- 
spected in this week, as against 27 last week; 
but the fact that the “visible supply’ has 
diminished goes to show what has been the 
disposition of the raw material coming in. 
OILS. 

Lard ofl during the week has been both 
higher and firmer. Sales of round lots are re- 
ported to-day at 63c. The advance cannot be 
said to be duetoany marked improvement in 
demand, but is rather attributable to the ap- 
preciation in lard. Refiners,as a rule, see no 
reason to apprehend any decline in prices, not- 
withstanding the fact that exporters decline to 
buy and that the aggregate shipments to the 
East have been ratber less this week than last. 
On the contrary there isa lurking suspicion in 
this market that prices may advance before 
they recede. The visible supply of lard as 
officially reported to-day is 4,000 tierces less 
than a week ago and 37,0C0 tierces less than the 
amount In sight a year ago. 

Dull business, a maintenance of nominal 
prices and more or less difficulty in effecting 
sales may be said to have been the salient fea- 
tures in the oleo market. Whether or not the 
market in Rotterdam has surprised the Dutch 
operators, it has rudely shaken up some of our 
local brokers and dealers. The number of 
tierces afloat is variously estimated, some of 
the conjectural guesses running up into ab- 
surdity. Nevertheless exportation proceeds 
briskly, and local trade is correspondingly fiat. 
Despite all assertions to the contrary the trade 
in artificial butter in the West is languishing, 
and the trade in oleo, in Chicago at least, suf- 
fers sympathetically. 

PAINTS. 

Outside of answering inquiries aS to prices 
and speculating in regard to the future of lin- 
seed oil, local jobbers find comparatively little 
occuperation for their leisure moments, of 
which latter they certainly have a superabun- 
dance. Their saies are not large enough, just 
now, to render it necessary to “work over- 
time.” Still, trade is rather in advance of that 
of last year, and there is a very general belief 
that Chicago will not be left behindin the re- 
cord of next season’s busiress. There are ru~ 
mors of some expensive building enterprises 
in contemplation for the spring and _ unless the 
threatend labor troubles develop into propor- 
tions more alarming than are at present an- 
ticipated thereis no reason to doubt that the 
predictions of the sanguine trade propkets will 
meet with ullimate realization. 

DRUGS, 

As regards the volume of business transacted 
during the week just closed, the leading Chica- 
go jobbing houses unite in pronouncing it ofa 
satisfactory character, As compared with the 
corresponding week of last year, the aggregate 
sales show a gratifying increase, and—which is 
especially pleasing to local concerns—the terri- 
tory from which even ‘‘stock orders” are being 
,received seems to be gradually widening. Of 
changes in prices, there have been none worth 
mentioning. In quinine, the demand for “‘spot’”’ 
is far in excess of that for future deliveries, and 
prices for the former are proportionally higher, 
That this circumstance indicates a lack of con- 
fidence in the West, as regards the future of 
sulphate, would seem to be indisputable. In 
opium, there may be detected a slightiy weaker 
feeling. Theexpectation of some close obsery- 
ers that an improvement in demand, with its 
attendant advance in price, would follow the 
ending of the annual “taking of stock’’in De- 
cember has not yet been realized. Still, there 
are close observers here who believe that had it 
not been for the disposition of some specula- 
tive holders to realize on purchases made at 
low figures, there would have been seen a 
inarked difference in this month’s consumptive 
inquiry. That a firmer tone will come, how- 
ever, is generally conceded; and the fact that 
morphia is proportiooately higher and firmer 
than opium is regarded as an indication that 
among the principal class of the buyers of the 
latter drug there is confidence in its future,

Opium Smuggling. 


A San Francisco dispatch says: A special 
agent of the Treasury has been investigating 
the reported opium smuggling, and has discoy- 
ered that the old ring, which formerly im- 
ported opium by the ton, has been reconstruct- 
ed and is more powerful than ever. Two of 
the members of the old ring are in prison, al- 
though $50,000 was spent by their confederates 
to obtain their release. The smugglers still at 
large, it is charged, have formed a combination 
with influential officers of the Custom House, 
and are not only importing opium once more 
in large quantities, but Chinese silks. Former- 
ly all the smuggiing was done on the large 
steamships plying between San Francisco and 
China. The methods of the smugglers became 
80 well known that this system was abandoned 
and the smugglers have a fleet of their own, 
consisting of staunch schooners that run in and 
out of San Francisco under the guise of seal- 
hunting schooners, without being noticed by 
the custom house officers, 4 

Another seizure of smuggled opium was made 
at Philadelphia, N. Y., last Saturday when a 
number of packages containing 780 pounds 
were found in the barn of a farmer, Ephraim 
Gardner, who had been arrested previously 
with about 1,000 pounds of the drug in his pos- 
session. It is believed that Gardner was one of 
the chiefs in the ring of smugglers engaged in 
the opium trade, The goods were concealed in 
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Gardner’s barn by the novel means of a room 
built of baled hay, the entrance being at the 
top, in the center of which loose hay was 
stuffed. Itis believed that the smuggling has 
been carried on for some time.

The report made by Mr. Clardy from the 
House Committee on Commerce last week, up- 
on the bill prohibiting the importations of im- 
itations of American manufactures and confis- 
ticating such importations, says that the com- 
mittee were shown samrles of imported cutlery 
with trademarks purporting that the goods 
were manufactured in this country by fic- 
titious American firms in Philadelphia, Boston 
and New York; these goods being exact imita- I 
tionsin all respects but quality of American 
cutlery; and they have reason to believe that 
Similar frauds have been perpetrated in the 
importation of imitat:ons of other articles of 
American manufacture.

No More Bets or Wagers. 


The following amendment to the by lawa of 
the Consolidated Stock and Petroleum Ex- 
change, entitled ‘Bets or Wagers” was recently 
passed aud is now in full force: 

No bet or wager upon the future market 
price of any security shall be permitted, and 
every purchase or sale of asecurity shall be 
absolute, and not dependent upon any stipu- 
lation limiting profit or loss on the transaction, 
or upon any agreement or understanding 
whereby the obligation of buyer or seller would 
be other than the delivery of and payment for 
such security at the contract price, in the man- 
ner provided for under the rules of this Ex- 
change. Any member violating this rule for 
the first offense shall be liable to suspensicn for 
such time asa mejority of the Board of Direc. 
tors present at any meeting may determine, 
and for the second offense may be expelled by 
the vote of a majority of the whole number of 
the Board of Directors,

THE BANQUET. 


The banquet of the club was un elegant 
affair. At 6 o'clock President Merz and past 
President Molineux led the way to the dining 
hall, while the orchestra discoursed delightful 
music. On either side of the president were 
seated Gen. Molineux, Gen. Horatio C. King 
Captain Ambrose E. Snow, president of the 
New York Board of Trade and Trangportatior ; 
Vice-President R'c», of the New England 
Paint and Oil Club; President Allison, of the 
Oil, Paint and Drug Publiehing Co., and other 
prominent gentlemen connected with the in- 
tercats represented. Sixty-three plates were 
turned when the play of gastronomics began, 
and fortwo hours the game went eagerly and 
cheerily op. Then President Merz rose to 
speak, and the whole company rose ani drank 
to his health. ''he new president gracefully 
responded to this hearty welcome in the fol- 
lowing words: 


SPEECH OF PRESIDENT MERZ. 


During the last year | have been so much ac- 
customed when I addressed you to turn around 
and gay, “Mr. Chaicman”’ that I almost fell into 
the same habit as I rose. I was very much sur- 
prised this evening by the proceedings that 
brought about my election to the presidency 
of this club. A few yearsago [ would have 
laughed at any man who made the suggestion 
to me that I would occupy such a position. 
I do not know how it comes about that you all 
want me to preside over you while,! think I am 
one of the least cOmpetent members of the 
club, one who deserves least to be your preai- 





dent. I do not think I have the necessary 
power to carry on the club to the desired 
point and although I declined the office and 
struggled bard with your committee to prevent 
my nomination I had to accept it at last 
I can only say that 1 promise you to do 
everythingin my power to make the next 
year’s business prosperous to this club and I 
bave no doubt we shall succeed, with such able 
officers as you have placed at my side, and 
with all the good counsel which I expect to get 
from the retiring officers of last year, for in- 
stance General Molineux our last president. 
I have nodoubt we shall enter, this year, 
upod a course of work somewhat different in 
character from that of last year. Ido notsay 
we shall drop our social gatherings here. They 
have done a good deal toward bringing us 
nearer to each other; they have done a great 
deal to destroy the suspicions that we may 
bave had of eachcther. Formerly we had a 
wrong opinion of our rivals, but now we know 
them and have been meetiog them socially and 
think them all fineand even jolly. They do 
not now try to take trade away from us in 
an underkanded manner, tut while they 
take it, it is done witha much better 
feeling, and when the report comes to us we 
will take a segar and take a whiff and say*' Well 
they’re not so bad after all.” 

I think these friendly relations will doa great 
deal in making us next year @ more prosperous 
clubthan we have been. I have nothing to say 
against the management of the executive com- 
mittee or officers of last year. They have put 
you together on a platform where you will be 
able to carry out our wishes; but before the 
end of next year I hope we will be able to take 
up the tariff question and freight also and we 
shall be able to say something about the man- 
agement of our bnainess. I do not gay you 
should have trusts but you will come to a point 
where you can do the business easily and not 
give away all the profits of the trade to cus- 
tomers, but we shall have more profits. I de- 
sire this club to prosper for the next year and 
for many years to come. Now let me thank 
you from my whole heart for what you have 
done for me, 

The president then rose and said that he bad 
the pleasure of introducing to the gentlemen 
present that true out and-out American gen- 
tleman, Captain Ambrose Snow, president of 
the Board of Trade and Transportation. 

CAPTAIN SNOW’S SP EECH. 

‘The flattering introduction of your presi 
dent is certainly gratifying tome. My invita- 
tion to share with you iu your banqueting wae, 
I suppose, through my excellent friend, Gen- 
eral Molineux. I have been very much inter- 


ested and engaged in the question of our mer- 
chant marine, and I thought it would give me 


a little opportunity to tell in my plain way 


something about this interest—an interest I 


have been connected with all my life—and as 
we need friends, and such friends as I see be- 
fore me—young men in the activeaffaire of 
life—I bad the temerity to accept the invitu- 
tion, and to say I would speak on this subj-ct. 
This interest has been now before the country 
for the !ast two sessions of Congress, and al- 
though we think that we have made a good 
deal of headway, yet we have opponents. My 
desire or aim is to have the Government come 
to the relief of this interest that isnowin a 
state of decay, and for that purpose we 
have organized a league called the American 
Sbippisg League,and manyof you meet witb 
us. We have held seven conventions in the 
country—one in New Orieans, one in Pensa- 
cola, Charleston, 8S. C,, Washington, Birming- 
ham, N. C., Chicago and Boston, At all 
of those conventions our plan of rellef 
for tbis interest has been indorsed, and 
upon the 16th of this month we have to discuss 
thizs question ata special meeting before the 
Chamber ot Commerce. If any of you gentle- 
men are members of the Chamber of Commerce, 
and feel an interest in this question, I shou!d 
be g'ad to have you present if you are on my 
side. Now this interest is one, most aesuredly, 
that must be interesting to the trade which 
you are representing here. Paint and varnish, 
we all want for our ships, and not only your 
trade, but hundreds of other trades are de- 
pendent in @ measure upon this great industry. 
In the building of a vessel, ninety-five per cent. 
is in labor, andin everything that entera into 
labor. 

As for the interest itself, to show what 
its condition is now, I will make a 
Slight reference to the  conditicn of 
things now in our harbor, There are 82 steam 
ships now in the harbor: 19 of those 
alone carry the American flag. That includes 
the ships that are running coastwise and for- 
eign. San Francisco is our next great shipping 
port. There are 29 ships now loading in San 
Francisco with grain for Europe. Two of 
those are American. There are disengaged in 
that port 48, 11 of which are American, Now, 
that of itself should be a sufticient argument tu 
show the importance of something being done 
for this interest. We are absolutely being 
driven from the ocean ina humiliating way. 
This great one hundred and odd miilions of 
ocean territory is being shut out from us. The 
other nations of the world are occupying all 
the trade routes of the world. The ocean may 
be regarded as a graded railroad track. All 
that you bave to do is to put on the rolling 


stock. That rolling stock is being put 
on in every direction, until very goon 
we, a8 a nation, shall have the con- 


trol of none of those trade routes, Now.

it kas been; said, that the nation that has 
the carrying trade of the ocean controls the 
trade of the world, We know it does now. 
Great Britain has 52 per cent. of the carrying 
of the whol ocean. Great Britain controls the 
trade of the world, The question of commerce 
in shipping is a matter of such importance 
that foreign nations seem to be willing to make 
great sacrifices to obtain it. Great Britain has 
been willing to spend over $200,000,000 in sub- 
sidizing her steam ships to gain the trade of 
the world. What didshedo itfor? Why. she 
did it because she thought that what she would 
gain would be worth the expenditure of the 
money. Itisnot the mere act of carrying of 
these products. The carrying is the smailest 


pa:t. But it is the trade she establishce 
at all these points in the world. 
Now a nation that bas a trade 


in their own ships going to any part of the 
wor.d, that nations establishes an intercourse 
and makes herself known. She advertises what- 
ever she has to sell and she is known, and only 
known by what is seen of ker in that country. 
We all know that a representative from Corea 
to our country would be little known, but if he 
came as (he representative of a country having 
a hundred ships trading here he would be a 
man of importance and it would turn trade his 
way. You should bear in mind that all our 
exports to these countries go forward in the 
vehicles of our competitors; the men who are 
competing for our trade. Is that a reasonable 
and good thing? What do the people who are 
enjoining our trade say to us’ They tell us 
it is all nonsense to talk about eubsidiziog 
our vessels; that we ought to inau- 
gurate a perfect system of free trade; that 
we chould admit the foreigner to al! the privi- 
leges our cwn vessels enjoy. Is it not an ap- 
proved maxim that we should not take the ad- 
vice of ourenemy. I do not say these people 
are our enemies in any invidious sense, but 
they are struggling for our trade and forall 
the advantages that that would give them. 
Now, the influence in a city or ina country 
that is exerted by a flag of a naticn is an influ- 
ence that this nation should exert itself to ex- 
ercise. Here, in the very city of New York, 
where you are now dining, with this great fleet 
ofsteam ships we oaly ownnineteen. These 
ships have their resident agents, who are meno 
that fillourexchanges. So far as this interest 
is concerned they cuntro) public opinion. They 
are influential enough to control the voice of 
our newspapers. Every Jeading newspaper in 
this city that I know of, except the Tribune, 
will tell you that this ts the most ridiculous 
idea that ever was thought of—the idea of our 
subsidizing our veseels, or doing anything to 
revive this interest. Now, what can we do’ 
France has passed a law which gives twelve 
dollars a ton to every iron ship that is built in 
France, about 1744 per cent for every iron 
steamship built in France, and then about 28% 
cents mileage bounty. That we have to face. 
Germany is here with fieets of ships heavily 
subsidized, and England is here with her ships 
subsidiz2d and epj>ying an advantage which 
the naval reserve gives their ships. They are 
all receiving the benefits of the naval reserve 
fee. And Spain has to-day granted a sub- 
sidy which covers the whole world. The 
ships can go from _ Spain to tke 
Philipean Islands and get $1 25 a mile 
Ships are running from New York to Havava 
under the Spanish flag in Opposition to our 
line; these are getting $4,400 a round trip. Now 
what can we dc? Asa matter of mere declama- 
tlon it is said, “Why should we be taxes’? 
Why shoulda million of people be taxed for a 
few ship ownerre, and why should we pay a 
subsidy? We are getting our freight carried 
cheap enough. Why should we doii?” Weare 
told by our opponents, “Why, if the trade don’t 
pay us, get out of it!’’ and these people say. 
“Don’t ask usto be taxed fora few ship owners;"’ 
and that sounds very weil. And they say, 
“Remove ali restrictioné; do away with the 
navigation laws; do away with the 
restriction on the manufacture of shipe.’’ 
You see it is positively evident that we 
cannot go and buy ships in Europe, and 
pay for them, and run them in opposition 
to these subsidized vessels of otber nations. 
We must have some other relief than the sim- 
ple privilege of buying ships. Now, we must 
all bear in mind that nations bave not forgotten 
to mske wa’; that it isas important to have 
drilled seamen as it is to have drilled soldiers. 
How are we to drillthem? What are we to de- 
pend upon in case of war? When our Southern 
war broke out the only reliance aimost that we 
bad to prevent the Southerners being success- 
ful, was whatever navy we had, and whatever 
seamen we could bring into service o blockade 
the ports, Wetook 57,000 seamen outof our 
merchant marine to blockade the ports. Our 
success in that war was probably dueto the 
means we were able to exercise in prevent- 
ing supplies getting into the Southern States. 
We have a bill in Congress asking for a bounty 
of thirty cents for every thousand milesa ves- 
sel sails. We have canvassed the House and 
and we think we have a mej rity of the Hous; 
but, in the language of Congress, the commit- 
tee to which this bill is referred is ‘loaded’ 
against us; so that our biil now lies in the com- 
mittee, and wheter we can getit out or not 
and get it toa vote, isdoubtful. We find the 
South now are very active and influential. 
They are going to hold a convention onthe léth 
of this month in New Orleans. They have 
raised three or four thousand dollars to carry

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Gum from Para. 


Aspecimen of gum arabic from Brazil has 
lately been presented to the Museum of the 
Royal Horticultural Society by Messrs. Brookes 
& Green, who state that a shipment amounting 
to about five hundred and thirty-seven pack- 
ages (probably sbout fifty tons weight) bas 
recently arrived in England from Paris, and 
that it is the first shipment of the kind of any 
importance that has been received from Brazil. 
The sample of the gum presented to the Society 
is quite soluble in water and forms a good ad- 
hesive mucilage; but it is of a brownish color, 
therefore not suitable to become a substitute 
for gum arabic in pharmacy, although of value 


for many technical purposes,

A Kauri Gum Contract. 


THOS. N. BOLLES VS. VALENTINE & CO. 

The attention of Common Pleas Court No.1 
‘was monopolized for a day and a balf Jast week 
in the trial of an action brought by Mr.Thomas 
N. Bolles, an importer and dea'er in varnish 


gums against Messrs. Valentine & Co., the var- 


nish manufacturers, to recover $10,020 with in- 


terost, being the balance due since December, 
1886, on a lot of kauri gum gold to piaintiffe. A 
counter claim for damages had been entered 
by Valentine & Co., and evidence was produced 
to show that the gvcds did not come up to sam- 
ples. Several experts testified on both sides 
but principally for the defendant firm, The 
action was tried before Judge Joseph F. Daly. 

Mr. Bolles was the firet witness and he stated 
that Mr. Henry C. Valentine on November 12, 
1884, bought from him 1,000 cases of kauri gum 
in three grades, namely, 20,000 lbs. of **E.” at 
15440 per Jb., 60,000 Ibs. “G. 0.” at 124gc and 
100,000 Ibs. No. 1 at l4c. Before selling the 
goods he insisted upon Mr. Valentine taking 
five sample cases of each grade, which he did, 
and the sale was therefore by sample. Each 
case contained about 200 Ibs., and he graded 
all the gum except “E,” which was in 
original packages undisturbed. The total 
bill came to $24,600, and $15,000 had been 
paid on account. He said there had been 
no proposition to return the goods except re- 
cently through counse); be bad received let- 
ters of complaint from Valentine & Co. regard- 
ing the goods, and acknowledged sending a 
letter that a:] shortness in gum would be ad- 
justed satisfactorily. The goods delivered, he 
claimed, were the same as the samples. 

Objection was made to a letter of complaint 
being offered in evidence, as it did not state 
that the goods were different from the sam- 
ples, but Judge Daley allowed it as proof of 
‘evidence. 

When asked why he insisted on samples be- 
ing taken, Mr. Bolles said that Mr. Valen- 
tine was not accustomed to his goods 
and he had asked him to thoroughly examine 
the gum before purchasing, Mr. Valentine 
thought there was no necessity for samples. 
The witness had made up the “G.O.” grade 
sometime before the sale and it was identical 
with sample. 

Mr. William H. Shield, the bookkeeper for 
Mr. Bolles, said the goods were not taken from 
the cellar, or mixed after tbe contract had 
beer made, but were ready for delivery before 
Mr. Valentine called to make known his 
wishes. He had booked an order for 1,000 
cases. 

Mr. Henry C. Valentine was called in his own 
defense,and after etating that he is president of 
the corporation known as Valentine & Co., and 
been identified with the varnish business for 30 
years, he relateu the circumstances of the sale. 
He had requested Mr. Bolies to send five case 
samples of each grade to their factory, which 
was done. Mr. Bolles did not inform him that 
the goods had been graded in New York; he 
told Mr. B. that his No. 1 was not so high a 
grade as that sold by other dealers, and Mr. B. 
replied that the gum was as good for the price; 
the latter had also stated that his packer in 
New Zealand did not give satisfaction and he 
intended to secure another man. The contract 
was not made at a lower price than the same 
grades could be bought for elsewhere. The 
witnese@said he had examined varnish 
gums all his life but it did not require an ex- 
pert to detect the difference in quality between 
the samples and the delivery. The 60,000 
pounds of “G. O.” were in bad order, being 
light and coft and mixed with bark; he esti- 
mated the difference in value between the 
sample and delivery of this grade at 2i4c per 
pound and $c per pound ought to be allowed 
for bad packing, as the cases were not in ship- 
ping order; had not used any of the “G, 0.” 
- gum. 

Counsel for plaintiff here submitted written 
proof that the packages had been received by 
the truckmen for Valentine & Co., in good 
order. Counsel for defendant attempted to 
show that the goods were not graded according 
to the recognized standard of the trade and 
asked the last witness to define the meaning of 
“1. N. B. 1”, but an objection by the other side 
was sustained by the court on the ground that 
the real question was, were the goods accord- 
ing to sample? All evidence referring to marks 
or brands was therefore ruled out, 

Mr. Valentine, on cross examination, said 
that be did not return any of the gum and did 
not notice any bark or soft gum in the sample 
cases; he considered that the difference in value 
between the delivery and samples of “G. 0.” 
ought to be more thun 24 cents per pound, and 
that the deduction would certainly be made ia 
general trade transactions, He had made the 
purohas under the impression that gums

Son & Co., who has had an experience of many 
years as an importer of varnish gums and 
chemicals, testified that Lhe examined the sam- 
ple “G. O,,” and some of the delivery, by re- 
quest o7 Mr. Valentine, and that he considered 
the delivery worth 1c per lb. less than the 
sample, om] 

Mr. Robert Ayres, of the Walker Gum Co., 
said that he had been in the business for 30 
years; be bad also made an examination of the 
“G. O.” gum by request and placed the value 
of the delivery at 144 to 2c per Ib. less than the 
sample; to assort the cases would cost 34c per 
lb, 

Mr. Franklin Murphy, the varnish manufac- 
turer, said he had been in that business for 25 
years. Had examined by request the “G.O.” 
grade and found that the character of the de- 
livery was not uptothesample which mater- 
ially lessened its value—not less than 2c per 
lb. to a varnish maker and 2e to a dealer. 

Mr. Thos. Ryan, who cleans gum for Mr. 
Bolles, testified that he prepared all the samples 
and the delivery in dispute, and had the goods 
packed two weeks before the samples were 
taken away; he superintended the mixing of 
“G.O.”’and No. 3, and saw the truckman for 
Valentine & Co. take away the goods in ques- 
tiou; sample cases were taken from the stock 
ashe found them and were not selected; all 
packages were in good order. 

Mr. Chas. E. Reed, a varnish mannfacturer, 
explained for the first time since the trial com- 
menced that *G.O.” meant “good ordinary,” 
and that the grade wason the advance in the 
latter part of 1886, or about the time of the 
transacticn. 

Samples of kaur gum were exhibited for the 
expert wituesses and jurors, and soft pieces of 
“G. O.” gum beving bark were alleged to have 
been taken from the lot delivered by Mr. 
Bolles. 

Counsel for plaintiff, 
questioned the allegations 
perts that they had scen the goods 
sold to Valentine & Co.; they sup- 
posed them to be the same but could not make 
an aflidavitt that they were certain of having 
seen the goods in dispute.

Mr.Valentine’s counsel claimed an allowance 
of 24% cents per pound on the “G. O.” gum or 
$1,500; for repacking and sorting, $300, and 2 
percent for the sum paid in cash, but as the 
Judge declined ip his previous rulings to allow 
the latter figure, it was withdrawn. Counsel 
proceeded to explain the bearing of the testi.

There is a good deal of excitement in Wash- 
ington over the controversy between the “pure

The hearings before the Committee on Agri- 
culture were crowded. On Wednesday, one of 


the main purposes of the hearing was to allow 
Mr. Kimball to present evidence, which he had 


promised, that a large number of producers 
are putting upon the market as lard a product 


deleterious to health. He did not submit such 
evidence, or a list of such firms. Instead of 


this he had present Mr. Hill, of the Squires es- 


tablishment, and Professor Sharpless, of Bos- 


ton. Mr. Hill testified to haying collected in 
open’ market in New York, Philadelphia and 
Boston samples branded as pure family leaf or 
refined Jard, apd which he had submitted to 
Professor Sharpless for analysis. He claimed

that the entire supply of lard except the pro- 
duct of the Squires establishment is adulter- 
ated, and that the Squires Jard is of various 
grades and varieties, but sold under names 
correctly representing it, and without adulter- 
ation. Professor Sharpless stated that all the 
samples submitted to him, bearing the labels of 
a number of firms, were adulterated with cot 
tonseed oil, stearine, beef fat, etc. Some con- 
tained s!xty per cent. of pure hog’s lard, some 
did not contain any. 

Professor Sharpless did not reflect upon the 
wholesomeness of any of the samples exam- 
ined, but gave the components in detail. 

Mr. Fairbanks made a long statement, mainly 
similartothatof Mr. Armour. Sixty per cent 
of the refined Jard produced by his house was 
hog’s Jard, twenty per cent cottonseed oil, and 
the remainder other perfectly healthy and 
c'eanly components. ‘The product was supe- 
rior to the ordinary hog’s lard. Many years 
ago, the experience of lard producers export- 
ing extensively to Europe had proved that 
pure hog’s lard could be improved by the in- 
troduction of ingredients which it is now at- 
tempted to discredit as adulterations. The ad- 
dition of these ingredients was designed exclu- 
sively to improve the commercial article. The 
increased production of cottonsee:! oil and the 
fats used in oleomargarine manufacture had 
increased the number of ingrédients which can 
be advantageously used and which have the 
effect of improving the quality of the 
product. The oleomargarine fats referred to 
are extensively used in the manufacture of 
whatissoldas pure butter. When circum- 
stances had compelled his firm to send out 
hog’s lard instead of the refined or compound 
article, complaint had come from many 
sources. The foreign trade now demands the 
use of other ingredients than hogs’ Jard. The 
use of these ingredients would be justified by 
the improved taste, odor, etc., of the product, 
even if no question of cost wasinvolved. Ab- 
solutely pure hogs lard is now an almost un- 
known article in commerce, and could not be 
supplied to meet any considerable portion of 
the demand. 

Mr. Fairbanks went into a thorough history 
of lard production in this country, and the 
facts concerning the introduction and use of 
other components than hog’s lard, and which 
he claimed could be fully defended against all 
objections. The interest of Squires and the 
supporters of his bill, he said, was wholly sel- 
fish, and due to the successful competition of 
refined lard. Legislation which would forcea 
return to the system of production of hog’s 
lard by small establishments, or suppress the 
refined lard production by heavy license taxes 
would be equally injudicious, 

The attorney for Squires & Co. presented the 
petitions of producers and dealers against adul- 
terated lard. It was upon these petitions that 
the Dawes bill was based. 

In reply, Mr. Cromwell said he had a petition 
with 6,000 signatures against interference with 
refined lard. Mr. Cr. mwell argued that the 
support of this tax bill was confined to hog’s 
lard producers, who found themselves unable 
to compete with the refined lard. For their 
own protection they asked Congress to crush 
out the refined lard interests, The refined lard 
and cottonseed oil interests represented $30,- 
000,000 of invested capital. The advocacy of 
this bill wassimply the appeal of one set of 
producers against another, more enterprising, 
who produced a better and cheaper article. It 
was not true that reficed lard had discredited 
American lard in foreign markets. It was only 
such agitations as this that had that effect. 
The foreign consumption of refined lard was 
vast in amount, and no complaint was ever 


heard. 
Messrs. Clapp of Tennessee, Caruth of Ar- 


kansas and Arnold of the Cotton Oil Company, 
all representing cottonseed oil interests, made 
arguments as to the unobjectionable character 
of cottonseed oil as a component of lard, and as 
to its importance as a commercial product. The 
proposed law they said would almost destroy 
the cottonseed interests and cause incaloulable 
loss. They believed that thero was no sound 
argument for such legislation; that the cotton- 
seed lard was a wholesome and satisfactory 
product for domestic and foreign consump- 
tion, sold under true representations as to its 
components, and that the proposition to dis- 
credit and brand it as impure, adulterated and 
under Congressional stigmatization, was sim- 
ply to strike an inexcusable blow at great do- 
mestic producing and exporting interests. 

Dr. Ames, who represents the western cattle 
interests, appeared in opposition to the bill, 
which he said was an attempt to extend to an- 
other interest the principles of of the oleomar- 
garine law. The effect of that law had been to 
discredit an important American product in 
every market of the world, to restrict ite sale, 
and more or less to reflect upon all American 
food products. Such legislation was effectual 
only in affording a pretext for closing to Am- 
erican products foreign markets, which they 
had only gained on their own merits, The 
oleomargarine law had been a terrible blow to 
American export trade. When the Congress 
of this country discredited American products, 
it only invited other countries to do so. In 
the pending lard bill, a similiar and even more 
far reaching blow to American interests was 
involved. , Of the nine members of the Senate 
Agricultural Committee, the hearings have 
served to demonstrate almost unmistakably 
the opposition of a majority to the principies 
of thig bili, A protest againgt the bill by New 
York dealers was presented. G 





























Alnminium in Flowering Plants. 


Ata recent meeting of the Scientific Commit. 
tee of the Horticultural Society, Prof. Church 
called attention to the apparently general 
presence of aluminium in flowering plants. He 
sald it was known to exist in the Licopodiaccg; 
it had been shown by a Japanese chemist to be 
present in the Japanese lacquer tree and 
it bad been found by himself in cherry tree 
gum, gum arabic, tragacanth., etc.; it bad been 
stated also in the Analyst for January to be in- 
variably present in the gluten of wheat in the 
form of phosphate. Professor Church assumes 
that it is probably absorbed accidently by the 
roots, and that it plays no part in vegetable 


physiology. 
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Phosphates and Fertilizers, 


A COMBINATION ON CRUDE ROCK. 


An important meeting of the men engaged in 
land phosphate rock mining was held last week 
in Charleston, 8, O. 

The phosphate miners, as is well known, have 
been for some time seeking a remedy for the 
fluctuatiors in the price of rock which have 
often resulted disastrously tothis great indus- 
trial interest. The difficulty heretofore in ar- 
riving at the removal of the trouble has been 
the impossibility of securing concert of action 
among all concerned. “All concerned,” how- 
ever, does not appear to include the river rock 
men, a3 their market is foreign and the output 
on their resources does not affect the land pro- 
duct. The land rock is mostly sold and manu- 
factured at home and for home consumption, 


The great trouble heretofore has not been 
overproduction, it seems, but the rushing of 
the great mass of the rock upon the market at 
inopportune times, and hence the trouble in 
prices and the demoralization of the market. 


After a long deliberation it has been deter- 
mined to choose a board of control to regulate 
the amounts of rock that shall be offered for 
salo within a given period, and algo to regulate 
the price. This price is not to bea fixed sum, 
but a flexible sum, dependent upon conditions 
within the discretion of theboard. The board 
consists of Capt. C. C. Pinckney, Col. Joseph 
Yates, Mr. David Roberts and Mr, Charlies R. 
Drayton. The nature of the agreement be- 
tween the phosphate men is given in the fore- 
going statement of the purposes of the organi- 
zition. It is a document in writing, and has 
been, it is said, signed by all the land rock men 
with one exception. 

One of those prominently identified with the 
arrangement said yesterday that there ig no 
combination with the river rock men, the ar- 
rangement being entirely distinct from other 
than the land interests. The prime object of 
the movement was stated to be not the infla- 
tion of phosphate rock prices, but that the ma- 
terial may be sold at a compensating price. 


COMMERCIAL FERTILIZERS AND ROCK, 


“Any newsin phosphate circles?” inquired a 
representative of the Charleston News and 
Courier of a State official who has considerable 
to do with the phosphate and fertilizer inter- 
ests, 

“Nothing special,”” was the reply, “in fact 
nothing at ail.” 

“How about that boom in prices?” 

“Oh, the rise in the market? Well, that is 
principally in the fertilizer market. There is 
no doubt that the manufacturers and ‘dealers 
in commercial fertilizers are doing a splendid 
business. In fact, I don’t think that I have 
ever known trade to be better in that market. 
The sales this year are almost unprecedented, 
and the demand being so great, prices, of 
course, have gone up somewhat, not exorbit- 
antly,though. The cause? Well, I suppose it 
is owing to the splendid crops last year. All 
the p'antersseem to have made money. Those 
who werein debt made enough to pay them- 
selves out and to enlarge their operations. The 
cotton planters who held on to their cotton for 
the rise of course made a good thing of it, and, 
in fact, almost all agricultur’sts prospered. 
When a farmer gets a profitable crop he is 
liable to be cheer!ul and hopeful, and hence 
there is a demand for fertilizers. The winter 
has been mild, and everybody, I suppose, ia 
going in for a big crop next year.” 

“Well, don’t the boom in fertilizers create a 
boom in phosphate rock ?” 

“To a certain extent, yes; but it’s on)y in 
land rock, in which there has certainly been a 
rise.” 

“Why not in river rock?” 


“Because the land rock is only used here in 
the manufacture of fertilizers, The river rock 
is mostly exporied to foreign ports, and busi- 
ness ig a little dull in that direction. No,I 
can’t see anything cheerful in the river rock 
trade, and that, you know, is where the State 
derivesitsreyvenue. There has been no agree- 
ment as yet between the river companies, and 
l don’t see much prospect of it, They may 
come together later and agree upon something, 
but it will be difficult as long as general rights 
licenses are granted. 

“As to the commercial fertilizer trade 1 don’t 
remember to have seen such a boom. I tried 
the other day to buy ten tons for a friend and 
couidn’t get it. All the dealers seem to bave 
ordersso far ahead that they were unable to 
fill my order, {suppose if I had put down the 
money on the counter { might have got it, but 
the factories and dealers are very busy and 
coulda't atop for @ small urder like that. 2 














Points ot Progress. 


In organic chemistry abundant work is being 
done, and so-called syntheses are being ef- 
fected. In other words, bodies which we have 
been accustomed to obtain through the instru- 
mentality of living plants, or perhaps animals, 
are being built up from coal-tar and the like. 
But as coal-tar is the residue of a substance 
which once was living, the result ig not 60 
marvellous as some people wish us to consider 
it. If any chemist can take the elements—car- 
bon, oxygen and hydrogen, as they exist in air 
and water, which have never been alive, and 
can from them bvild up sugar, starch, fatty 
matter, etc., we will proclaim his merit most 
loudly. 


Fluorine, which has been known in its vari- 
ous compounds tor three-fourths of a century, 
hasat last been obtained in a pure, separate 
state, thanks to the skill and the persevering 
industry of M. Massan. It is interesting to 
know that the properties displayed by this sub- 
stance in its isolated state, are exactly what 
have long ago been predicted by chemists. It 
is & gascous body, having a general analogy in 
its behavior with chlorine, bromine and iodine, 
but possessed of far more powerful affinities. 
It ie, indeed, the most energetic of all the ele- 
ments, expelling oxygen and chlorine from 
their combinations and combining with other 
elementary bodies with such intensity that ig- 
nition and explosion are the result. No mater- 
ial has been found in which it can be perma- 
nently stored up. 


In industrial chemistry the manufacture of 
aluminium is undergoing important improve- 
ments, This metal, if sufficiently reduced ir 
price, will admit of endless applications.

Boyish Spite of the Stock Exchange. 


The Governing Committe of the Stock Ex- 
change have been devoting their time to the 
discipline of its members. Mr. C.G. White was 
supended for fifteen days for lcaning stocks to 


a member of the Consolidated Stock Exchange. 
It is understood that mcst of the transactions 
were with hisson, The rext connection likely 
to come up in connection with this is whether 
n member of the Stock Exchange, either as a 
matter of business or possibly for p:rsonal ac- 
comm dation, can, without violating the rules 
of the excbance, lend money to or borrow it of 
members of the Consolidated Exchange. A 
question that is very likely to arise relative to 
th'ssort of transaction is whether President 
King of the Union Trust Company, who is a 
member of the Stock Exchange, does not 
strain his relations with it when he makes a 
financial transaction with members of the 
Consolidated Fxcharee. It wes suggested 
that members of the Stock Exchange 
might be called to account for receiving or- 
ders and carrying stocks for members of the 
Consolidated Exchange. Many members of 
that exchange put accounts in Stock Exchange 
houses, and it would not be surprising if one 
end of the transactions they conduct for per- 
eonal account were conducted in Stock Ex-- 
change officer. 


A good many members of the Stock Exchange 
will doubtless be thankful to have their atten 
tion called to the possible risk of discipline 
they incur by depositing their Wabash securi 
ties eubject to the Purchasing and Reorganiza- 
tion Committee, since some of the members of 
that committee: re also members of the Con- 
solidated Exchange. The subject of family 
ties between members of the two exchanges is 
liable to demand the rext serious attention of 
tbe Stock Exchange Governors, 
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Bonded Goods to Canada. 


In response to a Senate resolution of inquiry 
the Secretary of the Treasury transmitted to 
Congress & Communication relative to the 
passage of bonded goods into Canada. The 
first question the Secretary answers by stating 
that ne communications have been had with 
the Dominion of Canada nor any agreement 
arrived at touching the transportation of goods 
across the boundary line in bond since the 
abrogation of Article 30 of the treaty of Wash- 
ingtcn, Asto what methods have been taken 
to Protect the revenue derived from bonded 
woods passing the frontier, the Secretary says 
that ho has from time to time made regulations 
to govern this transportation in pursuance of 
section 3,006 Revised Statutes. The experience 
of the Department is said to have shown that 
these reguia‘ions were sufficient for the pro- 
tection of the revenue in case of the transpor- 
tation through Canada of merchandise from 
one port in the United States to another. All 
transportation companies doing busines; within 
the United Siat.s which have complied with 
these regulations have been bonded for the 
transportation of merchandise and have been 
permitted to make such transportation by 
means of connecting routes through the 
Dominion cf Canada. No case bas come to the 
knowledge of the Department where any loss 
to the revenue bas resulted from the exercise 
of this privilege. As to the last branch of the 
inquiry asking information as to what has been 
done to enforce the second clause of section 6 
of the Interstate Commerce act, the Secretary 
saysthat woder the section gollectors of cus- 
tome on the frontier who are pot sati: fied that 
the established through ratea are poated at the 
porte from which the goods were shipped for 








transit through Canada are required to treat 
the freight as foreign production and subject 


to customs duties. 
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Cardiff as a Petroleum Depot. 


Cardiff is apparently attracting to its confines 
a@ variety of commercial undertakings, which 
are a gure indication of tho advanced position 
it is rapidly assuming as as an industrial cen- 
ter. Its unrivaled geographical advantages, 
combined with the fact thet it is the most ac- 
cessible port for the accommodation of that 
vast stream of commerce which converges 
from the St. George’s and the English and the 
Bristol Channels into the Atlantic, appeal very 
strongly to the sympathy of merchants to 
whcm nowadays a coupleof days saved in a 
voyage mean all the difference between profit 
and loss. Some such considerations must weigh 
heavily with a syndicate of gentlemen who 
have formed the scheme of making Cardiff one 
of the principal, if not the ch'ef, of the petro- 
leum importing ports in the United Xingdom. 
We understand that a site has been acquired in 
the Ely Harbor on the Victoria Wharf, where 
it is stated that large storage tanks will be 
erected for the reception of the oil when im- 
ported. Mr. Robert Jchnson is the secretary of 
the company, which will be consolidated in the 
course of a week or so. Our representative 
was informed that Mesers. Tellofsen, Wills & 
Co. had already fitted out some of the!r vessels 
with the necessary tanks for the conveyance of 
the petroleum, butinquiry from Mr. Tellefsen 
elicited the information that the company were 
not interested in the speculation, though he 
personally is. 

For many years past, Pennsylvania in the 
United States has been noted for its gigantic 
product of this mineral oil, but of late the Cuas- 
pian and the Black sea have gained consider- 
able notoriety on account of the petroleum 
weils which abound in that locality. It is evi- 
dent that steamers going to the Danube or 
lower Mediterranean ports with cargoes of 
coal, could very cheaply convey oil from the 
districts above named, especially as the y would 
return direct to Cardiff. In the region of the 
Caucasus ond onthe Caspian sea, where other 
fuel is scarce and dear, and petroleum js plen- 
tiful and cheap, the latter is used with com- 
p’ete success on both steamships and locoro- 
tives. Some such idea has often presented it- 
self toengineers and otbers in this country, 
but so farithas has had no practical demon- 
stration. It is believed, however, that the new 
Cardiff company do not contemplate the fur- 
therance of any such project, but desire to 
make their premises a central depot for the 
storage and distribution of the oil for domestic 
and other similar purposes. As a lubricant, 
crude petroleum and the heavy distillates 
therefrom have been slowly winning their way 
with consumers for several years, and when 
properly prepared, they are found to be pos- 
sessed of great endurance, to be free froma 
tendency to “gum,” and to be incapable of 
spontaneous combustion.

INVESTIGATING A SYSTEM IN PHILA- 
DELPHIA. 


The suit of Dr. Aquila Nebeker, one of Phi'- 
adelphia’s “apothecaries for outdoor poor’”’ 
(as the Department of Charities and Cor- 


rections calls them), at Twelfth and 
Ellsworth streets, against Doctor Thomas 
T. Bland, a district physician, of No. 


1519 South Sixth street, for siander in charging 
that his drugs were not good, has served to 
bring out in an interesting way the pecullar eys- 
tem adopted by the city in affording outdoor 
medical relief to the destitute poor, says the 
Philadelphia Reeo:d. 


Although the city cut off appropriations for 
direct outdoor relief some years ago it still has 
in its pay a staff of physicians, twenty-three in 
number, who in return for asmail salary pre- 
scribe for needy deserving persons who Call 
upon them at the city’s expense. Trese sub- 
scriptions are compounded at the drug stores 
of the apothecaries for the outdoor poor. 

The percentages of profit with which the 
druggists are satisfied vary greatly. When the 
proposals were opened last December Druggist 
G.W. Shingle, of No. 600 North Eleventh street, 
in bidding for the Thirteenth ard Fourteenth 
wards, cffered to put up prescriptions at 1 per 
cent. profit. Druggists George V. Eddy, of 
No. 4128 Market street,and William H. Heis 
land, of No. 711 South Fifth street, were not so 
modest and wanted 40 percent. profit. They 
gotit,too as there were no competitors against 
them. The s«verage of the profits at which the 
druggists agree to prescribe for the city’s pa- 
tients is 15 per cent.,and in some of the dis- 
tricte there is at times quite a rivalry for the 
job, small gs it is. 

“The system works very well,” said Secretary 
Floyd, of the Department of Charitiesand 0_r- 
rection, on Tuesday, “aud it is very rare that 
the physiclans make any .omplaint regarding 
tho quality of the drugs supplied by the apothe- 
caries, The doctors can generally tell whether 
they are good or not by noting the effect pro- 
duced by their prescriptions, and they are 
naturally careful to see that they get good 
wedicines, The druggist at the Philadelphia 
Hospital acte ay an auditor in seeing that the 
pilla ent in with the p.escriptions are correct, 


and between him and the rbysicians there is 
very little chance forthe druggists to do any- 
thing they should not, even if they should have 
the desire.” 

Within the last two years the contracts of 
three of them have been annulled for viola- 
tions. One of them gave a patient a four ounce 
bottie of med'cine when the doctOr’s prescrip- 
tion called for an eight once bottle, and an- 
other was guilty of the same sort of trick in 
filling a prescription for anextract. In three 
cases the fraud was in quaatity, not in quality, 
and was easily detected. Another druggist 
was accused of furnishing rose water to a 
patient when the prescription called for some- 
thing very different. The number of these 
outdoor apothecaries varies from year to year, 
according asthey bid. This year in the First 
district, which embraces the First, Second, 
Twenty-sixth and Thirtieth wards, four drug- 
gists from the First ward offered to fi!l pre- 
scr ptions at a profit of 20 per cent, and they 
wereallaccepted. The total number of drug- 
gists this year 1s twenty four, and the appro- 
priation to pay for their prescriptiors 13 $4,000, 
giving only $166 to each one if the work be 
evenly distributed through the city. At an 
average profit of 15 per cent each would make 
$25 a year for his trouble in compounding rpre- 
ecriptions for the city’s poor. 
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An Evidence of Enterprise. 


The Hampden Paint and Chemical Company 
have been doing business in the wooden build- 
ing near the Armory-street crossing of the 
Boston and Albany Railroad in Springfie!d, 
Masz., since 1852. They have also occupied the 
brick structure just east of the old factory for 
aquarter of acentury. During the last few 
days they have busied themselves in getting 
settled in one of the finest manufatories of 
paint, and all that pertains to it, that can be 
found in the country. 

This new building, which is connected with 
their former plant, is of brick, four stories 
high and 135x{5 feet. It isa very substantial 
edifice and fronts on the New England Rail- 
road, the whole factory now extending from 
that track back to the Boston and Albany line. 
The entrance is through a neat portico to the 
second floor. The offices are on the 
right. They are finished in ash and 
have maple floors. The private office of the 
treasurer is at the front of the building and 
is handsomely fornished in cak. The main 
office is light and spacious, being supplied with 
every convenience. D.rectiy back of itis a 
small laboratory, which will be devoted to such 
experimental chemical work as the needs of 
the establishment may demand. The rest of 
the space on the flooris used for the storage 
and shipping of manufactured goods and the 
printing of labels, circulars, etc. Some idea of 
the business done by the concern can be gain- 
ed by a knowledge of the fact that they have 
from $3,000 to $5,000 inve:ted in labels and sam- 
ple cards. The gocdsin stock areseen in cans 
placed in tlers above each other, making a 
formidable array. 

The company in former years confined them- 
selves to making a standard and somewhat 
limited line of goods, but now it is also their 
aim to keep abreast of the mary novelties in 
trade, so that they are manuracturers of 
paints and colors, dry, in water, olland Japan, 
zines, white and colored leads, ready-niade 
paints, paper-makera’, paper stainers’, wall 
paper, lithogrophic and agricultural implement 
colcrs, varnishes and Japang, and special colors 
for paint grinders and mixed paint makers. In 


addition to allthey have done during the past | 


season they intend putting up another build- 
ing, east of their barn, inthe spring, for var- 
nishes, Japans and liquid dryers, 
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Danes Down on Oleo. 
SOME SEVER RESTRICTIONS PROPOSED. 


The following is the wording of the Danish 
Government’s proposal for a new butterine 
law, now before the Danish Diet: 

Section 1. All persons manufacturing but- 
terine must keep a book for the manutacture 
and the selling,and put the butterine, when 
ready, in easks o¢ other receptacles of a ma- 
teriall7 different shape from thatof ordinary 
butter casks, and marked with the word “mar- 
garine,”’ all in accordance with the further reg- 
ulations by the Minister of the Interior. 

Section 2. Dealers—wholesale as well ag re- 
tai!—in butterine must keep this article in but- 
terine receptacles (see Section 1).. Trade in 
butterine must only take place in shops or 
warehouses which are worked in a distinct 
manner (as ordered by the Minister cf the In- 
terior) as selling places for “margarine; in 
such places butter must not besold. When 
butterine is not delivered to ths buyer in but- 
terine receptacies, the packages used must be 
marked and otherwise be in accordance with 
regulations from the Minister of the Interior. 
Selling of butterine in market places and from 
vessels ig prohibited. Transport of butterine 
must only take placcin butterine receptacles. 
Violations of thigand the previous paragraph 
will be punished by imprisonment (unless the 
cffense, by its nature, is punishable by a more 
severe punishment according to tbe ordinary 
law), or, under especially extenuating circum- 
stances, by fines from 200 to 2,000 kr, 

Section 3. Persons exporting or attemptirg 
to expert butterine from Denmark in otber 
casks, &c,, than butterine receptacles will be 


puniched by imprisonment, 
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Section 4. Importion to Denmark, or sending 
in transit, of butterine in other packages than 
butterine recetacies is probibited. If apy ille- 
gal importation has taken place, the receiver is 
punishable according to the rules in section 2. 

Section 6. Contracte, bills of lading, invoices, 
accounts, and similar documents ‘having refer- 
ence to butterine must contain the word “mar- 
garine,.” Violation of this paragraph is pun- 
ishatle by fines of not less than 100 kr., which 
are payable by the person who has issued euch 
document, if he issubject to Danish law, or 
elée by the receiver, when he has not refused 
to receive the goods, 

Section 6. Any person manufacturing,selling, 
exporting, or importing “mixtures” of butter 
and butterine, oleomargarine, or Jard, and any 
Person mandugacturing, selling, exporting or 
importing butterine to which butter or cream 
bas been added, is punishable by imprison- 
ment, 

Section 7. Any person manufacturing, sell- 
ing, exporaing, or importing butterine of a 
color similiar to the ordinary color of dairy 
butter is punishable by the regulations of seo- 
tion 2. 

Section 8.—The Minister of tbe Interior ap- 
points three inspectors to regulate the trade— 
one for Copenhagen and two for the rest of the 
country. The salaries and other expenses 
necessitated by the Control, such as traveling, 
assistance, chemical analysie, sampling, etc., 
are fixed by the yearly budget; the working of 
the Control to be in accordance with regula- 
tions issued by the Minister of the Interior. 
The Control has to forward an annual report of 
i's work to the Minister of the Interior. 

Section 9.—The Oontrol can demand admit- 
tance to every manufactory where butterine is 
made, or where oleomargarine is made from 
tallow or lard; to every store or stock of but- 
ter and butterine, and to every place where 
butter and bntterine are offered for sale; and 
is entitled to take samples at current prices, 
and to examine the books referred to in Sec- 
tion]. Uocjustifiably refusing the Control ad- 
mittance to goods and books or the giving of 
samples is punishable by fines ranging from 10 
to 600 kr. 

Section 10.—The Minister of the Interior de- 
cides where and according to what rules the 
chemical analysis which the Control may con- 
sider necessary have to take place, also fixes 
the remuneration for making them. 


Section 11 deals with the prosecution in case 
of violation of this law,and contains the regu- 
lations as to the courts of law before which 
such cases will be brought. Confiscation of 
goods takes place under the circumstances re- 
ferred to in sections l1to4,6and 7. One-third 
of the amount realized by the eale of the con- 
fiscated goods belongs to the informer, with 
exception of the laspectors; the rest belongs to 
the exchequer. 

Section 12.—Convictions having reference to 
sections 1 to 4, 6 and 7 will always be published 
by the police, and the names of the persons 
convicted and the nature of the offense will be 
stated. The publication has to take place in 
certain ¢ffiicial newspapers. The expense in- 
curred by these advertisements is considered 
as belonging to the costs of the case, 

Section 13.—This law comes into force on 
May 1, 1888, frcm which date the law of April 1, 
1885, about manufacturing, selling and export 
of butterine ceases to operate. 

The above proposal is exciting a great deal of 
attention both in the Danish Parliament and in 
the press. In the Rigsdag a number of speak- 
ers have already discussed the question pro 
and con, and there are at present a good many 
more names down. The question is not un- 
likely to be referred to a parliamentary com- 
mittee, but as yet nothing definite can be sald.

How it Looks. 
THE POTASSIUM CHLORIDE INDUSTRY. 


The potassium chloride industry in Stasefort, 
which was oriyinally called into existence ty 
tbe Prussian Government, is mainly occupied 
withthe production of carnailite galt. In its 
first state this is not a marketable article, buta 
single treatment suffices to convert it into the 
ordinary potassium chloride of commerce, The 
government works at Stassfurt formerly com- 
mitted this process to privato contractors, upon 
whom they were consequently dependent for 
the sale of the raw ealte. In recognition of 
this circumstance, which isolated the mines en- 
tirely from the potassium chloride market, all 
the private potassium chloride mines which 
were subsequently established in competition 
with the government worke, made arrange- 
ments for manipulating their raw salts on their 
own premises. By this means, they o>tained a 
preponderance over the fiscal works, which 
induced the latter fo believe that unless they 
adopted eimilar measures their gales of 
raw ralts would ceac altogether. Shortly 
afterwards a convention was established 
between the government and the pri- 
vate works, whereby a certain sale of raw 
salts was assured by the former. Consider- 
ing, however, the numerous new private un- 
dertakings in which potassium chicride mining 
was combined wi:hthe manipulation cf carn- 
ellite,and which had been established during 
the past few years, the government works 
thougtt it on the whole more prudent not to 
inyolyo themselves in conyentions tor any 
length of time, but to manipulate their raw 
alte for themselyes, The government, theres 


foye, demanded and received Jast session 9 pug 
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of 380,'00 mks. for carrying out the scheme, 
That the State has inve.ted its money well in 
establishing a dissolving station of ite own is 
shown by the following facts. The sale and 
price of rock selt of all kinds remained last 
Pevenue year at nearly the same height as in 
‘he previous y-ar. The sale of potassium chlo- 
ride has declined by about 60,000,000 kg., while 
instead of the sale price of the Yormer year, 
Lmk. 39 pf. for 100 ke.. having Ween attained, 
ghe price fixed itself atl mk.%pf. Neverthe- 
less, the total receipta from the sale of the pro- 
ducts of the fiscal mines show an increase of 
005,250 mke, as compared with those of the pre- 
vious -year. This rise is entirely due to the 
circumstance of the fiscal mines manipulating 


their own raw salts.—Kuhlow's German Review.

The Menhaden Fishery, 
OPPOSITICN TO THE INDUSTRY ON THE 
DECLINE. 


The House Committee on Fisheries last week 
continued its hearing of persons interested in 
the bill to prevent Ishing for menkaden within 
three miles of the coast. 

Hon. Perry Belmont, of New York, in behalf 
of Captain Price, of Greenport, L. I., and 
Mesers. Charch Bros., of Rhode Island, who are 
‘terested in the manufactures from menha- 
den, Made an argument opposing the bill, 
holding that legislation of this kind would bea 
death blow to the fishing interests alorg the 
coast of Long Island. A number of practica- 
ble fishermen and dealers in fish from Atlantic 


City were present and spoke in oppo- 
gition to the bill, They hold that the 
introduction of the bill was inepirod by 


sportsmen and others who do not fol- 
low fishing fora living. They contended that 
the menhaden fishermen catch but few food 
fish and that they frequently purchase food 
fish from the dealers for theirown use. The 
rmoenhaden fishermen were not in any manner 
antagonistic to the interesta of the food fisher- 
men. 

One speaker said that food fish rarely feed 
on menhaden, end usually the only time they 
are found in their stomachs {s when they have 
been used as bait. He said that this was 
demonstrated by the fact that previous to 1878 
there were schools of menh?den off the coast 
of Maine, but now they have disappeared and 
food fish remain in large numbers. 

Regarding this bill, Mr. Eugene G. Blackford, 
of 72 Fulton Market, says: 

All the appliances of fishermen bave no 
appreciable effect upon the plentifulness or 
scarcity of free swimming ocean fi:hes. The 
number caught even in the most prosperous 
fishing seasons is so small, compared with the 
whole number in the ocean, that it {s ridiculous 
for Congressto legislate in favor of a smaller 
catch.» Therefore Congress acted unwisely in 
passing a bill at their last session to go intc 
effect this year making it a tnisdemeancr to 
catch mackerel in purse seines before June 1. 
Mackerel make their appearance in this neigh- 
borhood about April 1 in larger quantities than 
atany other time of year, and this piece of 
legislation simply gives Canadian fishermen a 
very great advantage over our own during the 
beat part of the fishing season. 

The legislation now proposed {against the 
menhaden tishermen would destroy an indus- 
try in which three or four millions of dollars 
are invested and several thousand men em- 
pioyed. But men bave pretty generally fallen 
into the habit now-a-days of asking Congress 
to help them out whenever they find them- 
selves involved in any business entanglements. 
Several years ago these same menhaden fisher- 
men had a poor year up to September 1. Ac- 
cordingly they wrote to Professor Baird asking 
for a law which should make a close season and 
prevent the catching of menhaden before July 
1, Three dsys later menhaden appeared off the 
coast in great quantities, whereupon the fish- 
ermen telegraphed Professor Baird that they 
thought they could do without that law an- 
other season or two. 

The movement for the proposed legislation 
originated probably with what are called hook 
and line fishermen, who are honest in their con- 
victions, but mistaken. No bill affecting fish- 
ing interests should be passed by Congress un- 
less it has the support of the experts of the 
United States Fishery Commission, which this 


bill has not.

THE BEST FOR LIGHT-HOUSE POUR. 
POSES. 


The army branch ef the Government uses a 
large quantity of oll, most of which goes to 
the frontier forts and California. Forts Assin- 
aboyne, Custer and McGinnis are supplied di- 
rect from Pittsburg without a regular con- 
tract. The first named fort isthe most North- 
ern outpost in the United States, being on the 
Canadian line. Three thousand gallons are 
shipped there every year from Pittsburg. Oil 
for army use is generally delivered in caseg of 
two five-gallon cans each. 

A BIG CONSUMPTION. 

The consumption of oil by the Government 
is rapidly increasing every year, and bas reach- 
ed extensive proportions, The two branches of 
service which use it are the lighthouse and the 
army. » The former branch, of course, cor- 
6umes much the largest portion. Previous to ;

Tompkinsville is the general oil distributing 
station, but much of the oil need slong the 
Obio and Mississippi rivers 18 supplied from 
Pittsburg. Th manner of shipment isthe 
same all over the country, the oil being shipped 
in 60 gallon barrels, pumped into 25 gallon cans 
and so distributed. There are over 1,400 light 
stations onthe Ohio and Mississippi and these 
are supplied by the light house tenders, Lily 
and Joseph Henry, the foftier Funning from 
Pittsburg to Cairo and the latter from 8t. ~uul 
to New Orleans. A smaller boat which ran up 
the Missouri river on similar service was sunk 
the other day. Cincinnati, Caire, St. Louis and 
St. Paul are all distributing stations. The Lily 
bas a carrying capacity of fifty barre!s or 2,500 
gallons, and will run from here to Vincinnati 
supplying the Iighta along the way. At Cin- 
cinnat! she will unload the empty barrels, take 
on a fresh supply and continue to Cairo. There 
are several additional distributing points be- 
tween St. Louis and New Orleans from Which 
the Henry draws supplies, 

LIGHTS ALONG THE SHORE. 

The lights referred to are ‘ra g» ligh's’”’ for 
the guidance of steamers. Each! ght is taken 
care of by some person who resides near, the 
Government paying all the way from $15 to $50 
amonth forthe work, Strange to say most 
of these light-houee keepers ata womat, as 
they have been found to possess the chief 
characteristic required—reliability, They don’t 
drink, are always on hand and never neglect 
theirduty. Ths monthly pay furnisbe: them 
a welcome and well earned revenue, Where it 
is necessary to row across to a bar to place a 
light, the salary generally reaches tne limit, 
which ia about $50. On» person i3 rever given 
more than one ‘ight to loek after, excest when 
there is an obstruction like a sunken barge, 
hoat or something of the sorton which a tem- 
porsvy liz ht has to be hung out. The Lily iands 
at all the-e light station supplies oil, takes on 
empty cans, replaces broken lamps, and loesks 
after althe materal.Pittaburgh Com.

ATTEMPTING TO DEFINE ITS TRUE PO- 
SITION, : 

Viewed from a statistical standpoint alone the 
present position of shellac does not seem of a 
nature to tempt manufacturers and wholesale 
dealers to purchase more than they actually 
require, nor is there, statistics apart, any fea- 
ture based upon authenticated information 
calculated to modify the view imparted by the 
statistical information. The total imports of 
shellac into London for the year 1887 are re- 
turned at 55,002 chests,a quantity exceeding 
the average of the preceding quinquennium by 
6.881 ches's, though it is not quite the biggest 
total importation on record. The deliveries 
for 1887 (46,385 chests) are 4,101 chestain excess 
of the previous five years’ average, and form, 
with two exceptions, the highest return on 
record, These figures would show that the ten- 
dency is forthe shellac production to outrun 
the demand, notwithstanding the fact that the 
use of the article 13 steadily and largely on the 
increase. But many operators no doubt are 
guided in their calculatio1s by the figures alone 
and leave entirely out of sight the fact that the 
average weight of the chests composing the 
present stock may be much below thatof a 
year or two ago. Yet this is very likely the 
case, for at that time certein shellac exporters 
made it a practice to ship heavier packages 
than was customary, but the importers, finding 
that values had much declined when the goods 
arrived, appealed to arbitration and compelled 
the shippers to invoice the excess in weight at 
the current rate of the day when the goods 
were landed, Thus taught, the shippers last 
year took great care not to exceed the con- 
tract stipulations as regards weight. Theover- 
weight of the cases imported previously also 
accounts for the slight faliing off in the num- 
ber of chests delivered last year. 

The constantly growing consumption of shel- 
lac should also be taken into account when 
considering the effect which even a partial 
failure of the sticklac crop would have upon 
prices. Last autumn a rumor that the crop was 
lost was spread with much persistence, but it re- 
ceived no credence because the ory of “wol{!’ 
bad been raised too often before, although the 
cautious way in which the Csleutta shippers 
appeared to go about their operations seemed 
to bear out the rumor to some extent. During 
the greater part of the yesr 1887 prices below 
thcee of the preceding twenty years were sc- 
cepted, and a tone of depression without pre- 
cedent prerailed; bet when it was thought that 
£18 game had been played low enougb. opera-

Up to the present time the Greek 
firms, who are the largest sellers, only offer 
small lots, andd cline to enter into large con- 
tracts, even at prices beyond the current rates, 
and the German and other egents are keeping 
aloof, asthey bave done forsometime, This 
tends to confirm the view that the largest 
manipulators at Calcutta are keeping prices 
low oh purpose, so as to secure lac cheaply. 
Cn the other hand they may be only waiting 
for more tempting “bait” to ell large lots, and 
their smaller brethren may be perhaps fre-

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Free Alcohol. 
A LEADING TOPIC IN SCOTLAND. 


The subject of the supply of alcoho! for man. 
ufacturing purposes was brought before the 
Scottish section of the Society of Chemical In 
dustry by Mr. Dott, at the meeting held in 
Ed!nburgb last month, and as it is one which is 
in various ways of interest to pharmacists, ag 
well as chemical maoufacturers, it will not be 
out of place to givea resume of the view he 
takes of the desirability of some alteration in 
the law respecting it. The permission tw u:e 
metbylated spirit free of duty, which was given 
by the act of Parliament passed some thirty 
years ago, fails in many respects to meet the 
wants of manufacturers. The leading idea of 
that enactment was that the mixture of crude 
wood naphtha with alcohol would render it so 
nauseous that there would be no danger of the 
spirit so treated being used as a beverage, while 
at the same time the presence of_methy! alco- 
hol in any beverages made with it could be so 
readily detected that any risk of lossof revenue 
by its misuse need.not be apprehended. But 
very soon after thissystem had been in opera- 
tion it became evident that the methylated 
spirit could be easily deprived of its objection- 
able flavor, and made sufficiently pure to be 
used asa beverage. Consequently the excise 
authorities now insist upon the use of a very 
impure wood naphtha for metbylating, and the 
naphtha intended to be used for that purpose 
must be first approved by the chemical depart- 
ment of the excise. It is in fact to the presence 
cf early impurities in the wood naphtha, rather 
than to the methyl alcohol which it contains, 
that ite fitness fcr use in making metbylated 
spirit is due. These substances bave a disa- 
greeable odor and taste, and more or less dark 
coler, which are communicated to the spirit 
with which the naphtha is mixed. It is by ree- 
son of these characters that methylated alcobci 
cannot be used for the preparation of alkaloids 
an4 other fine chemicals, because the persistent 
empyreumatic odor’ is retained by the sub- 
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to submit the spirit 2 any process of purifica- 
tion in order to obviate this defect, and even 
tho preparation of absolute mutuylated alaonol 
1s hé:d vo be & Dreacn o1 the tar, 

a8 & consequence of this conditior of things 
English chemical manafactfurers are piseed ata 
disadvantage as compared with thove of roreign 
countries, where the use of duty free alcohoits 
allowed. In some manufactures tho products 
formed when methylated alcohol is employed 
are 80 difficult to get rid of that the chemists 
who have ottly methyiated spirit at their dis- 
posal are hopelessly handicapped, and tinable 
to compete with those who have piire alcohol 
to work wi h. Asan ifistance of this Mr. Dott 
referred to chloral, the production of which 
from metbylated spirit was found to beim- 
Prastionble, aid for that tenson chloral has 
never become an article of British manulac+ 
ture. The production of alkaloids and similar 
substances also necessitates the use of pure 
alcohol, but as the cost of using duty paid alco- 
hol could not be borne in the face of competi- 
tion from countries where alcohol can be had 
free of duty, this branch of chemical manu- 
factiife stdrGel¥ existe in Great Hritain. 
However much, therefore, the limitatiof# 
of the permission to use methylated 
spirit has been effectual in protecting 
the revenue, the device is one which 
secures that result ata heavy cost otherwise, 
by rendering certain branches of manufactur- 
ing industry Impossible in this country. As 
regards pharmaceuticai m4n ‘*aetures also 
the high duty upon spirit used in making tino- 
tures, etc:., debara the British manufacturer 
from entering into the export trade upon equal 
teriiis With Gertoan makers of such articles, 
The same disadvantdgo has been experienced 
jin America, and shortly before the passing of 
the law relating to methylated spirit, Dr, 
Squibb took an active part in opposing it, on 
the ground that the proposal was based upon 
wrong principles. As regards preventing the 
use of the spirit for drinking, he urged that 
this idea was a mistake, as was in fact proved 
by the penalty being attached to the purifica” 
tioft of the aPpirls for that purpose, He also 
showed that there is probdb)? not © single use 
to which alcohol is put that wou!d not te more 
or less obstructed and interfered with by the 
presence of the methyl admixture, while 
in a very great number of Instances it would 
be more objectionable than in drink, and for 
astilllarger number of important usee methy- 
lated spirit could not be used at all. Last'y 
he urged that itis not conducive to true econ- 
omy and fair dealing to attempt by law to 
damage the purity of or spo!l or defile any 
substance for any purpose, and that all such 
attempts must lead to loose principles of action 
aid to varlotis forme of fraud. 


The question is thus raiséd *hether anythi.z 
can be done to supersede this system of lega!- 
ized adulteration, whether apy method can be 
devised by which the chemical manufacturer 
might be allowed the use of duty free alcohol 
in his operations. Mr. Dott suggests two ways 
in which this could bedone. First, by conduct- 
ing the manufacture “in bond,” nothing being 
allowed to goin or out of the factory without 
the intervention of excise officials, The 
alternative plan would be to allow a drawback 
of the full amount of duty on ail alcohol 
which the authorities were satisfied bad been 
converted into compounds from which alcobol 
could not be recovered. But neither of these 
plans appear to be suflicient to meet all the 
cases in which the use of duty free pure aleo- 
hol would be required, and so far as can be !n 
ferred from the disinclination of the Excise 
authorities to allow the manufacture of abso- 
lute alcohol in bond, it may be doubted 
whetber they would regard either of the 
suggested plans with favor. Mr. John Williams 
endeavored to induce the Inland Revenue 
authorities to consent to the preparation of 
absolute alcohol “in bond,” but hag hitherto 
been unsuccessful, but at present it is impossi- 
ble for that reason to produce it remunerative- 
ly in this country, since part of the alcohol is 
necessarily lost in dehydrating, and duty has 
to be paid on that as well as on the product ob- 
tained. The imported article, on the contrary. 
escapes that part of the duty, and can, there- 
fore, be supplied at a lower price. 

The system of “denaturalizing”’ spirk by the 
admixture of wood naphtha has lately been in- 
troduced in Germany, but there is g very ime 
portant difference between the practive adopt- 
ed there and that in force in this country, Here 
there is one hard and fast rule, from which no 
departure is permitted; but the German law 
on this subject provides many concessions and 
exceptions for the convenience of manufac- 
turers and the benefit of national trade. Thus, 
for example, the manufacturers of fulminating 
mercury are allowed to use a mixture of alco- 
hol with a small proportion of turpentine and 
bone oil, Makers of aniline colors, of alka- 
loids, chloroform, chloral and salfeylic acid 
have thei requirements considered and pro 
vided for in a similar manner. {t has also been 
contemplated to allow pharwacists to use un: 
taxed alcotc!. Certainly such arrangements 
must be conducive to the promotion of mana- 
facturing industry, and there does not appear 
to be any sufficient reason that British manu- 
facturers should not e' joy similar advantages. 
{tis therefore to be hoped that since the sub- 
ject hag been opened up, it may not be alloveu 
to rest until a strong effort has been made to 
overcome the obstacles which are imposed 
upon manufacturers by the Excise regulations,

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Special License Tax. 


Paint dealers seem to be rightfully protest- 
ng against being ranked as retail liquor deal- 

ers. They assert that this is not a question of 
the removal of the alcoho! tax or the tax on 
whiskey, but it is a question of placing a 
special and onorous license tax on the paint 
industry. The following, to the point, is taken 
from the New York Times: 

The Paint and Oil Club of New England Is 
composed of all the wholesale dealers in painte, 
oils, varnish, etc., in Boston, Portland, Provi- 
dence and the large cities and towns of New 
England. They have petitioned Congress for 
the “enactment of such legislation as will re- 
lieve those who sell pure alcohol only from the 
special burden of a special license tax.”’ Their 
statement of the reasons for this petition is 
clear, moderate and convincing. Every dealer 
of this sort who wishes to sell never so small a 
quantity of alcohol for purely mechanical or 
industrial purposes must take out a license asa 
retail liquor dealer, and pay $25 for it. The 
prayer of the petitioners does not relate at all 
to the tax on spirits, but solely to this special 
license, and, apart from the serious burden 
thus imposed on a perfectly legitimate, and in- 
deed indispensable, trade, the club make the 
following statement : 

“Because we have submitted patiently for 
over a quarter of a century to be classed by 
the United States Government with rum shops, 
avd to becharged exactly the same price for 
license, is no rcason why the wrong should be 
continued. It is known to very few that our 
Government makes no distinction between 
a gin or whiskey dealer and a paint dealer who 
sella alcoho! only, and only for wechanical or 
scientific purposes—certainly a most unjust 
and ridiculous provision, and, when made plain 
to the average citizen, can scarcely be believed 
The former does incalculable harm at an enor- 
mous profit to himself, and the latter as much 
good with no profit, and, in addition, is com- 
Pelled to swear that he intends to engage in the 
business of a retail liquor dealer, when he may 
have the strongest abhorrence of the traffic and 
use of liquor. ’ 

This petition touches a wrong to many 
branches of trade besides the paint and oil 
dealers. If they will unite in pressing their 
just claims they should be able to get attention 
for them.

Soluble Glass. 


Soluble glass, or silicate of soda, is a sub- 
stance largely used in the arts and manufac- 
tures. It is employed for mixing with soaps 
and sizes, and enters very largely into the com- 
position of the enamels with which white and 
colored bricks are coated. There are many 
other uses for it, and therefore we will explain 
to our readers bow it is made, 

Two hundred weights and three-quarters of 
60 per cent. soda-ash are fused in afurnace with 
35q cwt. of silver sand. After some time the 
two substances will combine to form a glassy 
mass weighing 5}4 cwt., carbonic acid being 
evolved, This operation consumes about 3 
tons of fuel for every ton of glassy silicate pro- 
duced,and the labor and wear and tear may 
safely be put down at about eighteen shillings 
per ton.

Vegetable Olls 

TUESDAY EVENING, F cb. 11, 1888. 

The linseed oil market bas remained station- 
ary at the former quotation of 66c for city oil 
from domestic or Calcutta seed. Western oil 
is in a nominal pos'tion so far as this market Is 
concerned, and the light reeeipts here from the 
West during the past fow weeks would indicato 
that crushers have no eurplus to ship. 
They are evidently keeping the oll within tbeir 
own territory, and the fact that supplies are 
not large is demonstrated by the gradual 
stiffening of views and the report that West- 
ern crushers comtemplate another advance 
of 2cpergallon. A little oil from out of town 
can still be bought at 54@5ic, but receivers are 
practically out cf the market. 

The cotton oil market has experienced 
a slight change in favor of holders, the 
firmer feeling being centered principally 
on erude oil and caused by liberal 
orders coming on an exhausted market. 
At last writing prime crude sold at 35c and was 
generally quoted at 3¢@3ic; since then sales are 
reported of 3.30 bbis prime oil in lots on 
spot and future delivery at 36@3s}k‘¢ce: the 
figures named were announced by the 
sellers, and the business done was cir- 
culated by s0 many persons that there 
is a probability of repetition and a consequent 
mistake in summing up the total transactions. 
Sellers are a unit in favor of higher prices, and 
are not disposed to view thse present improve- 
mentin price astemporary. Of course buyers 
are having the bull side of the situation pre- 
sented to them, but it ie difficult to find a bull 
side, unless it consists of the important sales 
of recent date to lard refiners. To offset the 
artificial support which is evidently coming 
to tbe surface again, buyers are making 
themselves acquainted with the condition 
of the primary markets; letters from the 
south atill convey the information that 
no mill has ceased working, and that ali in 
operation are running to fu:lest capacity from 
an ample supply of seed. The reason assigned 
for withholding crude from this market until 
sold for shipment is, that crushers bave been 
exercising care in preventing a break in prices, 
and prefer to unload gradually rather than 
dump large lots on the market and force their 
sale, The light supply of crude on spot, there- 
fore, is not an indication that the article is 
scarce inthe South; it bas accumulated there 
and awaits the desire of holders to realize on it, 
either by forced c fferings which would demoral- 
ize valueg, or by another policy to maintain 
prices. New York has been the principal market 
for crude this season, but the aggregate amount 
sold here has not made an extensive hole in 
thestock held at the primary markets; it should 
be remembered that the greater portion of the 
transactions went to supply future waute uf 
consumers, and that during March at least an 
important outlet will be closed by the oil being 
delivered on the maturing contracts made in 
January and February, Support has been ex- 
pected from the lard market, but the hopes 
founded on that fluctuating uncertainty have 
not been encouraged any during the past few 
days. Should the demand cease for a while, 
there would be, doubtless, a scramble to 
unload crude oil; holders on Saturday and 
Monday entertained a Luoyant feeling of the 
market; they were basking in the sunsbine of 
prosperity immediately following important 
sales at alleged good figures as reported above, 
but to-day the feeling was more subdued and 
there was a atijl hunt for buyers who were not 
forthcoming; an eagerness was manifested to 
learn the actual value of crude oil; free offer- 
ings of prime were made at 36}¢c without ex- 
citing interest, and the only transaction for 
the day was a gale of 1(0 bbis on private terms 
which meant a low price. 

Summer yellow cotton oil is alleged to be 
firmer, but we fail to hear of any sales made at 
advanced prices. Holders are quoting all sorts 
of figures in sympathy with the slight rise in 
crude, but the lack of demand is keeping val- 
ues down. The last transaetion reported was 
at 404¢c for prime summer yellow, and there 
are no indications that buyers are looking 
around. In fact it is difficult to cause a move- 
ment; even summer white is meeting witha 
better sale, as 300 bbis of the latter were taken 
at 43c; under the circumstances it is not known 
what figure will buy summer yellow; holders 
are quoting 41@42c, but are anxious for bidg, 
Receipts of oil forthe week were 5,162 bbis, 
only 200 of which were for export.

Ceylon cocoanut oil is quiet but steady at 
5 45@! 14: 0n spot; it attracts very littie inter- 
est. Cochin oil receives more attention from 
the fact that 312 tons have arrived on the 
Strathay. About 250 tons of this lot are of- 
fered at €34c; the jobbing price is 7c. 


Palm oil is barely steady at 434@5c for prime 
Lagos to arrive and on spot. 


Olive oil is neglectcd, notwithstanding the 
better feeling abroad and better prices which 
are promised, especi:! y for Italian, The mar- 
ket is quoted at 68@78c for Italian and Spanish 
oils. 


Animal and Fish Oils. 


The lard oil market is on a steadier basis, as 
competitive city brands have not disturbed the 
market by low offerings. The course of the 
lard market has not been so encouraging for 
high prices as this time last week, but oil bas 
not fluctuated to any material extent, and is 
now quoted at 63}4@6ic for prime city. All the 
Western brandg, with probably one exception, 
are held at the same figures. The movement is 
moderate. 


Elaine oil has received unusual attention dur- 
ing the week, as large orders have been coming 
in, and more recent ones are awaiting ship- 
ment. Several hundred barrels have changed 
hands since last writing and further inqutries 
indicate a continuation of the large busi- 
ness. We are informed that the control of 
thia article has been given in charge of one 
house here, thus preventing competition and 
insuring to dealers uniform prices. Elaine is 
said to bethe cheapest oll of its character on 
the market, and as it sympathizes in value with 
tallow, the increased business is doubtless in- 
tended to supp'y future wants of dealers and 
large consumers who anticipate an upward 
movement. The quotations remain at 32c per 
gallon to dealers for car lots at terms of 30 
days, or 1 per cent off for cash in ten days; for 
less quantities 34c is the fixed price with same 
terms, and a proportionately higher figure to 
consumers. Elaine is considered excellent for 
washing wool and the demand from this source 
is enlarging. 

Saponified oll does not compete directly with 
Elaine oil, and is, therefore, independent in 
values, being quoted at 4igo perlb. Supplies 
are not allowed to accumulate. 

Crude whale oil is exciting more interest* 
from the fact that the first arrival of new 
northern oil came to hand at this port from 
the Pacific coast yesterday, and consists of 64 
casks of 19,060 gallons, consigned to New Bed- 
ford parties, The lot may be taken for export 
if not held at extreme figures. There is no 
stock in New Bedford, but another lot is ex- 
pected this month. The refined grades are firm 
in price at previous quotations. 

Sperm oil is unchanged in any particular. 
Holders of crude in New Bedford continue to 
quote 65@70c., and masufacturerg are awaiting

Menhaden fish oil is held to high prices. 
Holders of the light stock in this market are 
indifferent sellers, and as oil at the factories 
cannot be moved at present, owing to the in- 
terference to navigation, the holders here have 
the market practically under their control, and 
Prospective buyers have not mustered up suf- 
ficient courage to ask the price. It is not 
known what figure would buy, but the state- 
ment is made that 30c is the inside limit. 
Pressed grades are not sympathizing with the 
crude market to the same extent, which indi- 
cutes that pressers are well stocked and the de- 
mand slow. To show the profits realized from 
fishing, it may be stated that of the 28 factories 
reporting to the U. 8. Menhaden Oil and Guano 
Association, nine factories rendered about 36 
per cent of the total catch of fish, and manu- 
factured about 40 per cent of the oil and about 
47 percent of the guano made. Even at the 
very low average price prevalent during 188] 
the market value of the products of these nine 
factories was nearly $400,000. Beside the large 
number of men employed on the fishing vessels 
and at the factories, a considerable amount of 
tonnage is kept employed in transporting sup- 
Plies to the factories and the products of the 
fishery to market. 


Mineral Olls. 

The export movement of mineral lubricating 
oils continues to an extraordinary extent. 
Every month for some time back we have had 
occasion to report an_ increase, but 
the volume of business hes been 
largely augmented recently by important 
contracts. The official figures from Wasb- 
ington speak forthemeelvee. The shipments 
for January exceeded the same month last 
year by 331,235 gallons, while for the past seven 
months the in¢rease was 3,961,011 gal- 
long. All the ports show a_ larger 
movement to foreign markets, and 
the indications are that American lubri- 
cants will continue to hold their own abroad 
as the Russian products don’t seem to compete 
successfully, for the reason that foreign manu- 
facturers lack the improved processes used 
here. Consumers in the old world are attracted 
by the viscosity of lubricants,and apparently 
consider this test of more importance than 
other features,and their wants having been 
studied by American refiners, suitable grades 
of oil have found ready buyers and will con- 
tinue to do 60. 

Considerable talk has been indulged in abroad 
about the negotiations that were said to be in 
progress between the Scotch producersof shale 
and American makersjof paraffine oil, with the 
object of advancing prices, but the official re- 
sult has not been announced, It is expected 
that the realization of higher prices abroad 
would mean a better market here but not to a 
corresponding extent. The Scotch industry 
has been in a poor condition for some time and 
various efforts have been made to putitona 
better basis without success. Whether the last 
rumored movement in that direction means 
anything, remains to be seen. 

No artificial means are required to support 
the home market on all prime grades of lubri- 
cating oils. Demand and light supplies have 
laid the foundation for a firm feeling which 
will take an unusual effort to shatter. Paraffine 
olls are still scarce and difficult to obtain on 
fresh orders. Refiners have lately increased 
their output by enlarging facilities wherever 
possible, and this fact is expected to relieve the 
pressure somewhat. 

Paraffine oils were advanced lc per gallon 


ee 
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since our last issue and are now quoted at §£4%@ 
3c for 28 gravity, 10@10ec for 25 gravity and 
11442 12c for 2344@24 gravity, or what is known 
as 910 oil. Very little 22 gravity is made, and 
we believe only one or two brands of thir 
eravity are on the market, the selling price of 
which is 18@19c. ; 

Red paraffine oils are also higher in sympathy 
and buyers are now paying 15@léc for 21@21% 
eravity, 1244@13c for 224% gravity and 18c for 
»xtra high viscosity. Red oils have a wide sale 
and growing in popularity. ’ 

Smith’s Ferry oil of 33@34 gravity is also 
held at an advance to 84@9%c for some brands. 
Other lubricating oils are unchanged.

Oil Cake. 

There being no stock of Western cake here, 
the market assumes a nominal position. Sup- 
plies would be worth $25 50 it is alleged, but 
it would be difficult to realize that figure at 
the moment. There is no available stock 
of Calcutta cake, and the nominal value of the 
latter is placed at $27@27 50. The short supply 
of Western cake is partly attributed to the 
scarcity of seed and the fact that business is 
mostly done direct from Chicago to Europe on 
a through billof lading. 





Wax, Lara, Tallow, Etc 

Crude paraffine wax is in a steady position 
witha firm tendency. Only light offerings of 
126 test are made at 4}¢c, but 434@5c is the range 
generally quoted. Off color wax is nut being 
sacrificed, but also held at stiff figures. The 
demand is not of an urgent character, and no 
doubt this fact prevents the market from ad- 
vancing. Itis claimed that vegetabie wax is 
substituted by consumers for certain uses. 
Refined paraffine wax is unchanged in any 
particular. 

The lard market is weaker than this time last 
week, and trading comparatively light. Cash 
lard is selling at 7 9734c; city steam at the steady 
price of 7 75c, and refined lard at 7 90@8 75c. 

Lard stearine is quoted nominaliy at &¢c 
asked for choice city. Oleo stearine has lost 
its buoyancy and is Inactive at 6c. 

Taliow has lost ground during the week ow- 
ing to easier prices abroad, and holders in this 
market are asking 5c. Buyers are compara- 
tively scarce. 


Naval Stores. 

Spirits Turpentine—The week hat been a 
very unimportant one in the market for this 
article, and limited trading has been the order 
ofthe day. During tbe fore part of toe week 
the advices from both abroad and the primary 
sources were unfavorable to holders here, and 
as a consequence there appeared a greater de- 
sire to force sales, but buyers did not seem 
anxious to take hold to any extent, at least, 
the business being confined to small jobbing 
proportions. This feeling continued to a 
greater or less extent throughout the week, 
and at the close to-day the market was dull at 
40c, the exact figures which rules at the same 
time iast week. 

Rosin.—The available stock of low grades 
has been exceedingly limited, and supplies 
have been readily disposed of, at full rates. On 
the other grades the line has been less rosy 
and they have moved in very small lots, and 
with much difficulty, there being littie or no 
demand. It is expected, however, that the 
market will present a better appearance in the 
near future. At the close to-cay the market was 
very dull. The following are the ruling rates, 
W.G. being the oniy grado changed from last 
week: Strained, 1 10c; G 8, $115; E, $125; F, 
$125; G, $1 82; H, $1 40; I, $150; K, $1 60; M, 
$170; N, $205; W G, $255; W W, $3 00.

TuEsDAY EVENING, February 14, 1888. 

The week under review, while not fruitful of 

sensational features, was of considerable inter- 
estas showing that notwithstanding the re- 
ports from the producing fields continued bulli- 
ish in character and pipe lines reports showed 
a very large diminution in stocks, the market 
failed to respond to the bull features. The 
‘statistical situation” has apparently ceased to 
have any influence, and when the operators on 
the bull side have used this exhibit as an argu- 
ment to sustain their position and in order to 
bring others over to their way of regarding the 
situation, it has elicited replies more or less de- 
risive in character, and on the floor of the ex- 
change such irrelevant but expressive slang a8 
“chestnuts” was pretty gure to follow any allu- 
sion tothe “strong statistical situation.” It 
must be apparent to every one even remotely 
interested in the subject, that the price is 
but little influenced by causes which should 
prove irresistible in their effect on values, and 
that it has merely become asa shuttlecock to 
be sent back and forth at the will of the specu- 
lative operators. Latterly the bear side have 
proved to be the masters of the situation and 
have been able to keep the price from reaching 
the long looked for goal notwithstanding that 
the deliveries exceed the runs by over 30,000 
barrels per day and the reduction of stocks at 
the same rate. On the other hand the discov- 
ery of a new well which adds but a couple of 
thousand barrels to the total production is 
seized upon as a depressor of values and the 
merket responds with an alacrity that under 
natural conditions would only be expected to 
follow an important sudden addition tothe sur- 
plus, added to a corresponding decrease in 
consumption. The situation is truly an anom- 
aluus one and cannot continue indefinitely, 
though he would be a prophet who could fore- 
tell the end anda return to the normal condi- 
tion, when the market shall respond to natural 
influences. It bas been suggested that the 
present condition is in a great measure due to 
the lack of speculative activity, but this is 
not the case and may only be accepted 
by those who cannot see below the surface. 
The transactions during the past week showa 
Jarge decrease from those of the previous 
week, the sales footing up only 7,448,000 bbis 
against 9,100,000 bbls for the preceding week, 
The clearances of the local exchange amount- 
ed to 16,090,000 bbis, against 22,324,000 bbis 
during the preceding week. The total clear- 
ances reported for the other four exchanges 
amounted to 21,045,000 bbls against 3° ,203,(00 bbls 
for the preceding week. The highest price 
of the week was reached on Thursday, 
when 90}40 wastouched. The lowest point of 
the week was 86?4c and was touched to- 
day. The opening price last Wednesday was 
90c, and the close thisevening was at 88}¢c, 
showing a loss as the result of the week’s trad- 
ing of 1}¢c. while the extreme range of fiuc- 
tuations for the week was 35{c. 

In the Saxonburg field two new rigs are up, 
one belonging to Bolard & Greenlee and the 
other to McBride & Golden. About six weeks 
ago McBride & Golden completed their No. 2, 
Adderhold, and, contrary to their expectations, 
got a 200-bbl well. Bolard & Greenlee at that 
time had a well 1,0 feet deep, on the H. J. 
Lonitz, 50 rods east of McBride & Golden well, 
which was considered not worth drilling at 
the time it was sbut down. But the suc- 
cess of the McBride and Greenlee well 
made things look different. The well was 
drilled in, and was a good well. This well 
is close to McBride and Greenlee’s land, but 
McBride & Golden appeared to be willing to 
allow matters to rest. Notso Bolard & Green- 
lee. They immediately commence a rig farther 
south and very ciose to the other parties, line 
and they, in self defense, planted a rig plump 
against the Lonitz line. The urgency of tue 
utmost dispatch seemed to be so great that 
Bolard & Greenlee worked a double 
crew all day. At Glade Run _ there 
are four new rigs building—Gantz Oil 
Company on the Snow farm; Coanors 
& Fishel on Gelbach, rig up; Coast & 
Son Blakley, rig building; Guckert & Co., Gail- 
baugh, rig building. Mr. GlatzanCoast is nearly 
ready to drill on the Boggs. This well is a near 
neighbor to the Schlegel well, being located 60 
rods east. Schlegel No. 1 is making a little 
over 200 bbls a day. At Brush Creek 
Muohall & Co., on Sam Marshall’s lot» 
got tight casing finally andare 60 feet in 
the sand and no oil yet. The sand is close, and 
hard as flint, unlike anything found in any 
other well drilled in the field, 

Jo Tomlinson’s well un the J. D. Robb farm 
in the alleged “Montour district,” near the 
Vandergrift well, drilled on the McKee farm 
two years ago, is dry in the regular Montour 
sand, otherwise known as the Shannopin sand. 
It will be drilled to the Gordon sand. 

Tn the Bradford and Allegany fields stocks in 
the producers’ tanks at the wells show so little 
change from month to month that the runs of 
the pipe lines may be considered as fairly rep- 
resentative of the production. The policy of 
shutting in the wells has been more generally 
observed in these districts than elsewhere, 
When the shut dowa movement was inaugu- 
rated, Bradford was averaging 22,911 and Alle. 
gwapy 4,494 bbls a day. A comparison of the 
following figures for October, 1887,and Janu- 
ary. 1888. wi] show the exten. to which tho 
sbutting-ia process has been carried on jn the 
Lovthesp Belds, ;

The organizers of the Producers’ Protective 
Association determined upon closing in one- 
third of the output of the entire region, taking 
as a basis the October yield. Fromthe above it 
will be eeen that Bradford and Allegany would 
be permitted to produce 18,270 bbls. a day, but 
such has been the determination of the pro- 
ducers in these fields that much more than the 
required amount cf production has been cur- 
tailed. The decline in three months is 13,456 
bbls a day—nearly one-half instead of one- 
third. The Great Northern oil fields have been 
gradually sliding down the scale for several 
years, and the following figures show the pipe 
line runs for the first month of each year since

1,244,000 bbls. From Butler came the report 
thatthe Schlegel well had produced 202 bbls 
during the past 24 hours. The Brush Creek 
well bad got past the pay streak and proveda 
failure.

There were no orders from outside operators, 
andthe regular frequenters of the pit did not 
find the opportunities for profitable scalping 
very numerous, and consequently the trading 
was very light. This caused a feeling of weak- 
ness which continued until the close and re- 
sultedina graduai decline to 89540, while the 
final figure was 8934c, the fear that the Western 
exchanges would run the price up after the 
close here having ijost its potency. The close 
showed a loss for the day of Kc, under a range 
of 4c. Ths sales footed up only 234,000 bbis. 
From the field the reports were meagur. The 
Schiegel well produced 205 bbis the past 24 
hours. The Campbell well on the Smalley 
farm was through the sand and proved dry.

The downward eourse 
was arrested near 89c,and then trading con- 
tinued light and the fluctuations infrequent 
and of small extent until after two o’ciock, 
when further reports came that some of the 
large holders on the Western exchanges were 
offering oil in considerable quantities, and al- 
though it was the general impression that this 
was a move for the purpose of depressing the 
market in order thatthe oil might be bought 
back at a lower figure, the bears here helped to 
pull prices down, the quotations dropping 
quickly to 855gc, and after a few minor changes 
884c was recorded as the lowest price of the 
day, and the market closed at 85¢c. This 
showed a |oss as the resu!t of the day’s trading 
of 1384c, under arange to fluctuations of Mc. 
Trading was light,though there were two or 
three spurts of activity, which brought the 
total sales up to 1,468,000 bbis. Notwith 
standing all the bull features, there is still a 
considerable short interest here, which will 
doubtless make its strength feit should there 
be ap attempt to organize a bull movement. It 
was reported from Butler that the Golden Ad- 
derhold No. 3 bad made a couple of flows, and 
shows for asmali producer, The Schlagel pro- 
duced 203 bbis during the last 24 hours. The 
Saxonburg production for the last 24 hours was 
907 bbis from 46 weils.

the ‘victims to another raid. Late in the day 
some orders came in but the price was quickly 
run up to 8734c on the would-be buyers at 
low figures. At this point sustaining pur- 
chases were made, orders coming from a 
source not looked for, and the price was run 
up to 83}¢c, and finally 985¢c was reached as the 
highest p ice of the day, while the market 
ciosed at &8lgc. This showed a gain for the day 
of 4c under a range to fluctuations of 1340. 
Trading was light during the greater part of 
the day, but during the last hour was uctive, 
resulting in sales of 3,128,000 bbis. It was said 
that the lower figures were largely dueto re- 
ports from the field, but this did not 
prevent a spurt about noon, when there 
was active trading and an advance of 
several points, though this quickly subsided, 
and it became patent that the charges 
were due to speculative efforts. From Butler 
it was reported that the Schlegel well wasdoing 
294 bbls per day. The McBride No. 3, Adder- 
hold farm, at Saxonburg, shows for abont 150 
bbis a day, From Washington came the report 
that the McBurney well was drillling in infe - 
ior sand. The Willets well, at Vanceville, was 
25 feet in second sand,which was very inferior 
and it was thought the well would prove dry. 
Mc’Keown’s Martin No, 6 was doing 35 per 
hour this morning, The Ferzus No. 5 was tor- 
pedoed to-day and started off at the rate of 50 
bbis per hour.

The other class, as 
conservative as the wildcatter is reckless, go 
about the thing in a business-like munner and 
buy property where it has been proved that oil 
exists in paying quantities. They have the 
business duwn so fine that they con tell you 
almost to a week how long it will take to pay 
for their property with oil at a certain price, 
There are any number of men who, beginning 
with a few hundred dollars, have made $50,CW0, 
$100,0CO and $200,900 in the last few years.

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Petroleum for Fuel. 


Among the many improvements adopted and 
introduced into the plant of the Louisiana 
Electric Lightand Power Company, and among 
the most recent,says the New Orleans Picayune, 
is the substitution of crude petroleum for fuel 
instead of coal. The company have introduced 
this fuel under five boilers of their battery of 
fifteen, and have been using it for the past 
three weeks with surprising success and great 
economy in‘coal, and there is no doubt but that 
they will substitute petroleum for coal 
throughout, so satisfactory bas the new fuel 
proved itself. In addition to the decrease in 
cost, the new fuel promises many other ad- 
vantages, which will be given below. 

The method by which the crude oil is used !s 
asfollows: A largeiron tank is placed in the 
boiler-room convenient to the boilers, and at 
such a height that the oil forces itself through 
the iron pipes to the fire do>ra of the boilers, 
and with sufficient force to discharge itself into 
the furnace of the boilers through the burner. 
Each boiler is farnished with one burner, a 
8-inch cast iron pipe about 24 inches long. The 
burner consis's really of three pipes, one 
within the other, the space between the outer 
one and the next largest being used for steam, 
the space between the second and third for oil, 
and the middle space for air. Each one of these 
spaces js connected with avalve to shut off or 
on the steam, oil or airas desired, and in just 
such quantities as may be required. The steam 
ejected from the mouth of the burner gives 
the draft, the air assists combustion and the oil 
furnishes the heat and fire requisite for steam 
purposes. 
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The amount of heat generated by the use of 
these burners is extremely great and can be 
modulated as required. The fire can be ex- 
tinguished in a second or c.n be started in an 
equally short space of time, so that should any 
difficulty occur to the boilers, engines o  dyna- 
mos the fire can b> extinguished in an instant 
almost, thus saving fuel. The services of fire- 
men can be entirely dispensed witb, as a boy 
can light or extinguish the fire by simply turn- 
ing the valves, and when ready to relight the 
fires a piece of burning waste is thrown into 
the furnace, the doors are closed and the steam, 
oil and air turned on, andio a jiffy there is a 
roaring fire. There are no cinders, no smoke 
and no eoot, hence the flues in the boilers 
rarely need cleaning. 

Should it be necessary to increase the steam 
pressure a simple little touch of the vaives will 
increase the heat, or vice versa; should the 
pressure be too high areversal of the motion

The Ticker War. 
THE CONSOLIDATED MAK&S THE STOCK 


EXCHANGE A PARTY TO ITS IN- 
JUNCTION 80UIT. 


The three cornered fight between the Con- 
solidated Stock and Petroleum Exchange, the 
New York Stock Exchange and the Commer- 
cial Telegraph Company, came up before Judge 
Brown in the Brooklyn Supreme Court last 
week. 

On February 18, 1885, plaintiff obtained a 
temporary injunction from Judge Cullen in 
behalf of the Consolidated Stock and Petroleum 
Exchange restraining the Commercial Tele- 
gram Company and the receivers of the Bank- 
ersand Merchants’ Telegraph Company, who 
were axsocilated with it by a workirg contract, 
from removing the tickers from the Consoli- 
dated Exchange or from any act which might 
interfere with the proper transmission of quo- 
tations from the Stock Exchange. 

The motion was adjourned from time to 
time, and meanwhile the Commercial Telegram 
Company cut the wires and removed the tickers 
from the Consolidated Exchange. For this the 
company was adjudged guilty of contempt of 
court, forced tor new the ticker service and 
heavily fined. The Commercial went several 
times to law after this. Lut in spite of all their 
legal efforts the injanction against them was 
maintained. 


HE STOCK EXCHANGE MADE A PARTY TO IT. 

Then the Stock Exchange itself came into 
these troubled waters ef litigation. It was 
about to make an exclusive contract with the 
Gold and Stock company for the publishing of 
quotations, and thus throw out the Commercial 
Telegram Company, when a suit was brought 
by the lat er alleging a permanent contract and 
enjoining the Stock Exchange from the 
threatened action. The injanction fell in this 
case, but the case is on appeal on motion for a 
new trial, made on the ground of newly dis- 
covered evidence. The Consolidated Exchange, 
realizing that ite long struggle and final victory 
would be barren if the Stock Exchange was 
able to shut out the Commercial Telegram 
Company from ali mesnsof obtaining quota- 
tions, renewed its old proceedings here for an 
injunction, and made the Stock Exchange a 
party to them. 

Thus for the first time ig the Consolidated 
Exchange brought face to face with its older 
and more powerful rival in this long-winded 
ticker war. 

The Consolidated asks now that, as the Com- 
mercial company is obeying the order of the 
court, it should be protected in its obedience, 
and it asks itonthe ground of a permanent 
contract and on the ground of public policy. 
The three poiote upon which plaintiffs rely are: 

First—The New York Stock Exchange is es- 
topped from denying the exisence of a permn- 
nent contract with the Commercial Telegram 
Company. The suits that have already been 
decided upon that point are al! cited. 

Becond—The New York Stock Exchange and 
its members, as agents of members of the Con- 
solidated Exchange, may not refuse the quota- 
tions of stocks to their members. Under this it 
is held thatthe Stock Exchange, according to 
ite articles of association, is to provide facilities 
for dealing in various securities,and a great 
part of the business done by its members is 
commise!on business for outsiders. 

Third—The new Stock Exchange is under like 
Obligations as telegrapb cow panies whose profit 
it shares and into whose business of common 
carriers it bag entered. The immensity of the 
public interests centered in the Stock Exchange 
and the character of the securities dealt in 
there forbid the exclusion of the public 
from e knowledge of its transactions. In 
other words, that the Stock Exchange cannot 
make an exclusive contract with the Gold and 
Stock Company and throw out the Commer- 
cia), because such action would be in restraint 
of trade and tending to create a monopoly. 

A STRIKE FOR BACK PAY. 

Mr. Edwaru Johnes read the bill reciting 
these points, and followed it with a long argu- 
ment, in which he quoted authorities from two 
huodred years back down to the celebrated 
case of Munn vs. The State of Illinois, 94 United 
States. Then Mr. Willcox called tothe stand 
Charles E. Wilson. President of the Consoli- 
dated Exchange, and examined him. His tes- 
timony was much thesame as tbat he has given 
on previous hearings. He negotiated the con- 
tract with the Commercial Telegram.Company, 
and was about to explain this and the contract 
the Commercial had with the Stock Exchange 
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Mr. Smith answer was, that to the best of his |} 
knowledge the quotations were accepted as 
authority coverning tre value of such securi- 
ties, not only all ovor the United Stater, butin 
Europe. 


























when some nice legal point was made as to the 
admission of this evidenc>. General Tracy ex- 
Plained that their caso did not rest entirely 
upon this contract. Their case had three lege, 
of which the contract was the least. 

Mr. Wilson went on to describe how neces- 
sary the stock quotations were in their busi- 
ness, and that if the Stock Exchange prevented 
the Commercial Telegram Company from sup- 
plying these quotations they had no other 
means of getting them. He admitted, on cross, 
examination, that they had the Gold and Stock 
tickers on the floor cf the Exchange, and that 
also they obtained stock quotations from ,the 
Union Quotation Company, Where the latter 
company obtained its quotations he was unable 
tosay. The company had no tickers, but sent 
their quotations by the Morso system, and they 
gct them on the blackbvard quicker than if 


NEWS BY THE QUART. 
This statement, coming from so authorita- 
tive a source asthe manager of the Associated 
Press, gave great gratification to both General 
Tracy and Colonel Ingersoli. When Mr. Carter 
set out to cross-examine on tehalf of the Stock 
Exchange, the witness had to admit tbat his 
association discriminated between customers, 
and explained as a mattor of course that a new 
newspaper could not buy the news of the asso- 
ciation at the same price as the n w3papers 
which were the founders of it and bad spent 
millions to perfect the organization.

Then Mr. Chandler wished to get at what was

ONE POINT OF LAW S-TTLED. 


General Tracy then called George W. Casper, 
the secretary of the Commercial Telegram 
Company, and while be occupied the stand 
there was a great deal more discussion among 
the lawyers than evidence from the witness. 
Mr. Carter ot j :cted to the Stock Exchange be- 
log put in. He said it had already beon de- 
cided there was no such contract, except as a 
matter of representation; and now the plain- 
tiffs wished to make it a matter of fact, and to 
say that because they bad aleoacentract with 
the Commercial, they had, infezentially, one 
with the Stock Exchange. 

In answer to this General Tracy produced the 
plan upon which the service was to be con- 
ducted. This formed part of the contract 
Thie, he triumphantly held, showed that the 
Stock Exchange had gene into the business of 
selling quotations to the public, not tothe 
Commercial company alone, for a certain 
price, The public utilized the companies to 
reach the public, and it was upon its contract 
with the Stock Exchange that the Commercial 
obtained ite customers. The Comm>rcial was 
@ corporation, and therefore could not discrim- 
inate between its customers. They claimed 
thatthe Stock Exchange was not a corpora- 
tion, and therefore could discriminate. But 
from its public character and by making!a con- 
tract with a corporation which could not dis- 
criminate the Stock Exchange bound itself not 
to discriminate. 

Judge Brown held that the objsction was 
well taken, and the Consolidated could not be 
made a party to the Commercial’s contract 
with the Stock Exchange. If the business of 
the Exchange was of that public character that 
they were bound to furnish their quotations 
to everyhody the fact that they refused to tur- 
nish them to the Commercia) Telegram Com- 
pany might be a cause of action. 

“That is precisely why I offered this 
contract,” said General Tracy, and the 
diecussion continued. Then the Judge 
asked a question whether the Commercial 
company was still in existence and Colonel 
Ingersoll endeavored to make clear the gnarl 
into which that company got itself. He eaid 
that all the stock and everything else was prac- 
tically turned over to the Bankers and Mer- 
chants’ company. The latter got into the hands 
of the receiver and consequently the stock of 
the Commercial, There was a sale of the prop- 
erty to the United States finally, and the Com- 
mercial managed to get out of the Bankers and 
Merchants’ and to become again its own prop- 
erty, 60 to speak. 

But this was only a digression from the sub- 
ject of the contract, and after another long 
diacussion the judge again ruled that it was 
unnecessary to go into it,as the Commercial 


had ite remedy against the Stock Exchangeand | 


the Consolidated against the Commercial. 

“That's exactly what I want,” said Colonel 
Ingersoll. “‘That’s the basisI want to try it on.” 

General Tracy then gave up the contracts in 
the hope that the other side would admit that 
they intended to make an exclusive contract 
for quotations with the Western Union and to 
turn the Commercial adrift. 

Willlam H. Smith, general manager of the 
Associated Press, was called, the principal ob- 
ject of whose testimony was to prove that the 
quotations sent out by the Stock Exchange 
were @ standard of value for the securities dealt 
in by that body, 






















“Then, you do not keep a wholesa'e news 
store ?" asked Mr. Cirter, *‘ where a person can 
go in and buy as much or as little as he 
wants ?"’ 

** No, they don't sell news by the quart or by 
the parcel,’’ observed Colone! Ingersoll, 

Mr. Carter seemed satisfied to have shown, in 
answer tothe charge that the Stock Exchange 
discriminated as to whom it would eell its 
quotations, that here was a great news asso- 
clation that also discriminated in its sale of 
quotatione. 

Louls E. Rangom, president of the National 
Bank of Deposit; Edward King, president of 
the Union Trust Compary; Charles KE. Orvia, 8. 
S. Strong, George W. Hoagland, Charles W. 
Roosevelt, Jr.; K. J. White and Spencer Trask, 
brokers, and George L. Hutchins, cashier of 
the Third National Bank, all testified that the 
ticker was a necessity in their business. 

Then Jobn Andersor, who was president of 
the Commercial Telegram Company last year, 
and William B.G-een, one of its canvassers, 
testified how the Stock Exchange insisted upon 
their refusing to supply their service to Con- 
solidated Exchange brokers or the Exchange 
itself. 

TO DESTROY THE RIVAL. 

Upon this point the most remarkable testi- 
mony was thatof Edward S. Stokes, who was 
sworn. He had been interested in the Com- 
mercial Telegram Ccmpany for three yeare, 
and had conferred with Mr. Drake, who repre- 
sented the Stock Exchange, several times upon 
the ticker service. 

“What conversation had yon with Mr. 
Drake,”’ asked General Tracy, “upon the sub- 
ject of destroying the Consolidated Exchange?” 

Tho torm of this question was objected to, 
but the conversation admitted. 

“I had many conversations with Mr. Drake,"’ 
said Mr. Stokes. “Mr. Drake said the idea was 
to suppress bucket shops and also the Consoli- 
dated Exchange. As to the latter, he said the 
members of the Governing Committee were 
satisfied there was not business enough for the 
two exchanger, and one great difliculty was 
that the Consolidated bad our tickers on their 
floor, I essured him that I was fighting the 
Consolidated on account of the Exchange as 
bard as 1 knew how. It was the fact. 

EXPERIENCE COSIS MONEY. 

“I did remove the tickers {rom the Consoli- 
dated. I thought the injunction bad expired. 
But it hadn’t and I was fined several thousand 
dollars. While I was doing all this for Mr. 
Drake he was undermining me on the Stock 
Exchange and give the quotations to the West- 
ern Union exclusively.” 

“Your hostility to the Consolidated does not 
continue?” insinuated Mr. Carter. 

“No, sir,’’ decisively replied Mr. Stokes, “We 
are very friendly now.” 

George W. Ely, the secretary of the Stock 
Exchange, was examined and the hearing was 
then adjourned,

The general tone of the drug market is steady, 
and, as heretofore, the majority of the changes 
occurring within the weex have been in the 
direction of higher prices. There are few points 
of special interest in the market, consumers as 
a rule pursuing the policy of buying from hand 
to mouth. The principal fluctuations of the 
week are noted below:

Opium. 

“A weak and exceedingly dull market,” is 
the general verdict regarding the position of 
opium, yet there are believers in the theory 
that the depression is due to speculative pres- 
sure, which will be removed at the proper 
time, when the market will assume the shape 
warranted by the statistical showing. During 
the week alot of about 10 cases bas been of- 
fered about at $360 without finding a buyer, 
and it is intimated that other holders would be 
glad to accept this figure for anything over 5 
cases. Forsingle cases the lowest price so far 
is not below $360, with $365 aa the average 
quotation, and from this upto $375 is asked 
for broken packages. 

Morphine does not sympathiz2 to any extent 
and outside holders are not anxious to release 
their stocks unless they can get within 5cof 
the manafacturers’ prices, The demand until 
recently has been good but at present there is 
not much doing as buyers are evidently look- 
ing for a change in their favor, 


Quinine. 

There have been some evidences of returning 
confidence on the part of outs:de holders of 
quinine and a little firmer feeling bas resulted 
though the comparatively low prices named last 
week atill prevail. The improvement is based 
on an improved demand which came principally 
from out of town buyers, but with the excep- 
tion of one sale of 10,000 ozs Milan in large 
bulk at 39c, the transactions have been uni- 
formly in small sized parcels. For the favorite 
German brands 40@42c was paid, according to 
holder and make. The domestic manufacturers 
are floding a better outiet for their goods, but 
bave only a jobbing business to report. The 
news from the bark auctions in London to-day 
was more encouraging than any that has been 
received from that source for many weeks. 
One cable states that the sales embraced 2,250 
bales of East Indian and 1£0 bales of South 
Awerican at an advanee of fully 10 per cen’. 
Other cables, while confirming the report of a 
ticmer market, do not agree in estimatiog 
the advance at as much as 10 per cent. 
One report saye the unit at to-day’s sale was 
£561. If confirmed the news of a stronger bark 
market is likely to retlect favorably upon the 
quinine market, though up to the close to- 
night it had exerted no perceptible influence. 

The receipts cf quinine for the week bave 
been 4,(00 ozs entered at the Custom House, 
and 31 ce not entered.

There is a brisk demand. which is 
supplied at 39@42c, as to quantity, in pound 
bottles, und 31@35c in drums.

Sales of smal! lots of 
Dutch are making at 50@55c as to holder and 
quantity. 

Ergot is firm but quiet We only hear of 
sinall jobbing sales at 55@50c for Spanish and 
45@%0c for Russian or German as to quantity 
and holder.

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Bills of Lading in Congress. 

The opposition to the passage of the 
bill to make bills of lading conclusive 
evidence in certain cases in the House 
last week was less than had been ex- 
pected. The bill was passed by 156 to 7. The 
Oaly active onponent of the bill was Mr. Bu- 
chanan of New Jersey, and he stated to a 
correspondent, after the vote had been taken 
that he wasin favor of securing the results 
proposed to be obtained by the bill, and bad 
only opposed it because he apprehended that 
if the bill became a law in the shape in which 
it passed the House it would be !mpossible or 
at least very difflcult, for shippers to obtain 
bills of Jading for goods in packages not open 
to inspection. He thought the bill would be 
amended in the Senate so as to remove his ob- 
jJections, 
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Fonded Warehouse System. 

Members of the Ways and Means Committee 
who have taken pains to inform themselves at 
different times of the views of the Treasury 
officials as to revision of the customs adminis- 
tration laws, have ascertained that the Secre- 
tsxy is opposed, for two reasons, to the pro- 
posed change in the bonded warehouse system 
providing that duties shall be paid on the 
amounts withdrawn rather than those entered. 
One of these reasons is that the employment of 
a storekeeper 13 believed to afford the Govern- 
ment insufficient protection, and that in- 
ducement is thus offered for dishonest 
practices. The other objection ia that 
the proposition would be mainly beneficial 
to those importing and entering sugar and 
other articles which decrease in weight or bulk 
in the process of drying, and by which the im- 
porters would be largely benefited by the use 
of the public warekouses without compensating 
advantage to the government, These obj>c- 
tions, although toa great extent answered by 
the New York importers in their appeals fora 
change of system, have apparently controlled 
tho action of the ways and means committee, 
and members of that committee say they have 
never seen or heard the argumerts which the 
importers have madeinreply. It isa subject 
of regret that both sides of the question have 
not been fully presented to the committee 
while the subject has been under constderation 
in connection with the formation of a tariff 
biil. Pe hie 

Deluge of Lead from Idaho. 


An interesting description of certain Idaho 
Pilver lead mines, by Mr. 7. BE. Clayton, is pub 
lished in the Engineering and Mining Journal 
and in referring to it that paper says: 

“It is not ourintention to criticise Mr. Clay- 
ton’s assertions concerning the extent and rich- 
ness of these Idaho ore deposits, for we have no 
personal knowledge of the mines, and, more- 
over, Mr. Clayton is an experienced miner and 
geologist; but we cannot agree with his eati- 
mates of the valne of the product. 

“The total production of lead in the United 
States in 1886 was 135,629 tone, and in 1887 the 
output unexpectedly grew to 160,000 tons, with- 
out materially depressing the market price, 
which averaged 4°°0 cents per pound in New 
York in 1887 as against 4°63 cents in 1886. 
There is every probabilitv of the same sources 
producing at least as much lead in 1888, and 
some of them will increase their output, while 
it may be doubted whether the market will ab- 
sorb 160 000 tons this year, so that even without 
any very large addition to production, the 
prices promise to decline, 

“It needs no prophet to foresee what the ef- 
fect would be were the Cceur d’ Alene mines to 
dump on the market an extra amount of lead 
equal to about half the present total produc- 
tion of the country. Of course this amount 
could not be sold atany price, and it would 
simply become a struggle for existence and the 
survival of the fittest of our lead producers if 
this new region should ever real!ze in richness 
Mr. Clayton’s figures. It is certainly satisfac- 
tory to know that we possess such enormous 
stores of lead, abundant for all possible re- 
quirements of the future, but it is not at all 
comforting to those in the business to con- 
template Professor Clayton’s deluge of lead, 
and the lessso because he shows that the ore 
contains such an amount of silver tbat it can 
be worked at a profil; even if the lead were 
‘given away.’ In that event were his figures 
realized we might even inundate the European 


markets. Idaho is evidently going to be a very 

important factor in the lead market of the fu- 

ture; but let us hope this iead blizzard won’t 

come down all at once on us, but let us become 

aoespates, as it were, by gentle breezes at 
rar.”” 
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The Quinine Discussion. 


A correspondent of the Detroit Free Press 
makes the assertion that ‘“‘when the blood tax 
was removed, the price of quinine fell at once 
one-half, and the country at once enjoyed 
cheaper quinine as the result of the reduc- 
tion.” In the Detroit Tribune of January 20, 
Mr. J. E. Davis gives detailed statistics of the 
price of quinine during the years immediately 
following the removal of the tariff. The price 
in February, 1879, was 10s 9d, rising to 12s the 
following month, and falling to103inJune. In 
July the tariff was removed. The price of 
quinine declined, with fluctuations, from 1ls 
9d in July toa minimum of 936d in December, 
but then steadily rose until it reached the 
tigure of 123 3d in August, 1880, declining again 
gradually to 9394 in December. T'hus at the 
end of eighteen months there had only been 
slight temporary reductions in the price of tbe 
duty free quinine, the average duripg ths 
period being hicher than in the six months pre- 
ceding. Ia 1881 the price rose to Ils 8d in 
March, then began, for the first time, and c>in- 
cidentily with the arrival in quantity of bark 
from Ceylon, ta show a decided downward ten- 
dency, dropping little. by little to 638d in No- 
vember, but rallying again and ruling, during 
the whole of the succeeding year, at about 88 
61. The price has continued to decline gradu- 
ally, and with many fluctuations, trom the 
close of 1832 until the low figures of recent 
months were reached, but it was nearly five 
years after the tariff was removed before the 
price was reduced one half. 

The Pharmaceutical Era also makes the fol- 
lowing comments: “As a matter of fact the 
removal of the tariff on quinine had very little 
todo with the decline in its price, which has 
been as great and as unlooked for abroad as it 
has been here. The main cause of the decline 
is that set forth in the article of Mr. J. E, Davi‘, 
which sufficiently explains as a mere coinci- 
dence the circumstance that the decline com- 
menced immediately after the removal of the 
tariff. Another cause that bas much to do 
with the cheapness of quinine is the modifica 
tion in the processes of extraction which have 
done away with the use of expensive solvents, 
substituting kerosene oil for the alcohol, 
wood spirit or fusel oil formerly employed, 
The over-production of quinine itself in the 
last few years bas also had its influence, and 
thie, together witu the disposition of holders to 
hoard their stock in anticipation of an advance, 
accounis for the fact that the price bas fallen 
actually below the cost of production.”

Mr. Seabury on Free Quinine, 


The “Tariff Bugbear” is the title of a bro- 
chure published and written by Mr. George J. 
Seabury, who has favored us with an advance 
copy. The essay deals with the absurdities,from 
the writer's point of view, of the tariff theor- 
ists, anc contains many practical suggestions 
drawn from Mr. Seabury’s experience as a 
maoufacturer. Several pages are devoted to 
the consideration of the results attending the 
removal of the 20 per cent duty on quinine in 
1882 which the writer considers a fatal blunder 
of the Committee on Ways and Means. If qui- 
nine were a chemical uvproduceable in the 
United States, be says, the question would 
have presented a different aspect; but the fact 
remains that we possess three manufacturing 
establishments that supply it to the people and 
meet every demand, and collectively, they pos- 
sess sufficient ability, capital and capacity to 
supply the world. Continuing, Mr. Seabury 
says: “In the extraction of quinine from cin- 
chona barks manufacturers in 1882 employed 
alc.hol, which at that time was outrageously 
taxed and still is. At present qninine is extract- 
ed by a new y discovered process, which is com- 
paratively very cheap, and alcohol can be al- 
mest dispensed with.” Before the removal of 
the tax, and the discovery of this new process 
manufacturers were obliged to sell quinine at 
fully $2 per ounce. The exceedingly low price 
of the cultivated bark has “caused the price tu 
cOntinually decline, until at the present writ- 
ing quinine can be purchased in large quanti 
ties below 50c per ounce. ‘Hs! he!’ exclaim 
writers on ‘Our Villanous Tariff,’ ‘price in 1882, 
$2 per ounce; price in 1§87,50 cents, or much 
less, per ounce; equals ‘protective robbery,’ 
$1.50 per ounce, adding that the public are be- 
iog swindled on hundreds of protected articles 
by the same modus operandi. How long will 
the dear public submit to such brigandage?’ 
“American chemists on the other hand will 
say: ‘Give us a respectful hearing, and when 
we have fiaoished we will ask Congress fora 
protection of 15 to 20 per cent., or any fair dis-

turers from unloading their overproductions 
in our market, even at the same price. If you 
consent, we will keep our factories in full oper- 
ation, our idle hands employed at fair wages, 
and furnish you quinine as cheap as any 
foreign manufacturer, furthermore we will 
state that in placing quinine on the free list 
you failed to protect us at home, because you 
forced us to pay exorbitant war taxes on al 
cohol censumed in the process employed in 
1832, while the foreigner had his alcohol free or 
nearly so; and being unwilling to reduce the 
earnings of wage-workers one-half, we had to 
succumb to foreign competition, and preferred 
to awalt the time when wisdom wceuld prevail 
in our national councils. We can on!y com- 
pete successfully abroad and respond to the 
entire demand at home, by an absclute pro- 
scriptive tariff, to which we are as much en- 
titled as other well protected industries.” 

Mr. Seabury presents a statement of the im- 
ports of quinine for the six years from 1882 to 
1887 inclusive, together with the value in dollars 
of each year’s import and the average value 
per ounce to demonstrate why quinine should 
be protected, this table shows a steady increase 
in the receipts of foreign quinine from 794,495 
ounces valued at $1,°51,350 in 1882 to 2,000,000 
(estimated) ounces valued at $',900,000 in 1c87. 
In 1882 the average market value per ounce 
was $196. A steady decrcase to 50c took place 
in the five years following. Continuing his 
argument Mr. Seabury says that besides em- 
ploying the cheapest labor in the world the 
Italian manufacturers have the adyantage of 
free material, and receive a bonus from the 
government on every ounce of quinine or 
other cinchona salts sent tothe United States. 
They demand four timesthe amount of this 
bonus and the government has doubled this 
amount because at an equal price for quinine 
the American article is invariably preferred, 
to foreign, and the Italian manufacturers can- 
not successfully compete without extra gov- 
ernmental support. This phenomenal protec- 
tion,the writer ssys,renders our manufacturers 
powerless and justifies them in demanding pro- 
tection for our government, and if denied “it 
will simply resolve itself into an act Of com- 
mercial assassination, incompatable with a 
maternal policy.” If every article produced 
in this country were subject to the 
same treatment, Mr. Seabury believes 
we would soon be compelied to return 
to our original occupaticn of egriculturiste, 
“Prior to 1882," continues the writer, “im- 
ported quinine was very rarely found ip this 
market unless it was smuggled. In preceding 
years the quinine industry was ours wholly; 
manufacturers employed hundreds of skilled 
and unskilled laborers. In a few years after 
the date of free entry (1882), the process of pro- 
ducing quinine cheaply became the common 
property of every manufacturer throughout 
the world. Operating consistently with the 
new method of manufacture we have shown 
our ability to cope with foreign manufacturers 
notwithstanding the fact that we voluntarily 
pay higher wages. Therefore this question is 
a relevant one: Why should the United States 
be flooded with nearly eight million ounces of 
quinine, furnished at the same price as our 
home production, by foreigners who have no 
interest in cur institutions or our fu- 
ture, and who “neither pay our taxes 
in times of peace, nor fight our bat- 
tles in times of war.” If the wisdom of our 
tariff reformers were placed on the side of our 
interests and a tariff restriction of from 15 to 
20 per cent. on quinine were advocated, the 
drug would be sold just as cheaply through 
internal competition as if we were compelled 
to meet the valuation of bonused aliens. More- 
over, if the revenue tax on crude materials 
and alcohol be abolished we shall not oniy 
supply our home demand for fine chemicals at 
the lowest ruling prices, but we shall be enabled 
to export them to every quarter of the globe. 
Quinine manufacturers since 1°82 have been 
compelled to almost entirely close their qui- 
nine works, dismissing hundreds of employes, 
suffering a great loss of capital, and finally the 
tragical record remains of empty factories for 
the pleasure of supporting alien manufacturers 
and their wretchedly remunerated wage work- 
ere; an altogether humiliating spectacle!”

Quicksilver in 1887. 
PRICES AND PRODUCTION COMPARED. 


The following review of the quicksilver 
market is prepared by J. B. Rando), of the 
Pacific coast, and appears in the ngineering 
and Mining Journal: 

In our annual review for 1£86, published Jan, 
29, 1887, we said: “The renewed activity in 
gold and silver mining in all parts of the world 
promises to make an active market for quick- 
silver in 1887, and better prices than have pre- 
vailed for many years.” The results for 1887 
prove our prediction to have been well found- 
ed. In San Francisco the January price of 
$38 50 per flask continued until March, when

At a meeting of the London Chemists’ Asso- 
ciation Mr. Frank A, Rogers discoursed on as- 
bestos, His paper was an interesting one, deal- 
ing with the origin and general uses of asbestos. 
It Occurs in three forms—! fibrous; 2 floss;and 3 
powder. The first variety is found chicfly in 
the Valtellina and the valley of Aosta, in the 
former 5,500 fect above the level of the 6ea, 
It is cmbedded in serpentine rock, from which 
it is mined by blasting with dynamite. The 
rock of the tableland of Acqua Nera, 6,500 feet 
above the sea-level, is also rich in fibrous as- 
bestoe; and inthe valley of Aosta it is also 
found in much similar positions to that in the 
Valtellina. The material obtained from these 
Italian sources iga silicate of lime and mag 
nesia, with about 2% per cent of alu- 
mina, 3 per cent of oxide of iron, 
and smaller percentages of potash and soda. 
Fiors and powder asbestos are also obtained 
from Italy, as we!l as two other varieties—viz., 
mountain cork, consisting of fibers less flexible 
than fibrousand floss asbestos, and of a brown 
or dirty white color. This variety swims on 
water. Mountain leather, a similar variety, 
occurs in sheets.

Taxation of Drammers, 


A BILL BEFORE CONGRESS TO REMEDY 


THK EVIL 


One of the most important bills before Con- 
grces in relation to the inter-state trade of the

In this decision the court states, in brief: 

1. That interstate commerce cannot be taxed 
at all by a state eventhough the same amount 
amount of tax be levied on domestic commerce 
or that which is carried on solely within the 
state. 

2. The power granted by Congress to regu- 
late commerce between the States being ex- 
clusive when subjects are national In their 
cheracter, or admit of only one uniform regu- 
lation, the failure of Congress to exercise that 
power in any case is an expression of its will 
that the subject shall be left free from restric. 
tions or impos:tions upon it by the several 
States. 

3. A State may enact laws which in practice 
operate to affect commerce between the States, 
as by providing as to the legitimate exercice of 
its police power and general jurisdiction for 
the security and comfort of persons and the 
security of property, by establishing and regu- 
lating channels for commercial facilities, by 
the passage of inspection laws and Jaws to re- 
strict the sale of articles injurious to health 
and morals, by the imposition of taaes upon 
avocations within its borders not interfering 
with foreign or interstate commerce or em- 
ployment, or with business exercised under 
the authority of the Constitution of the United 
States,and in other ways, but not io the way 
stated by the opinion of the Supreme Court of 
Tennessee in this case. 

Ta this case Chiet Justice Waite and Justices 
Field and Gray dissented ‘rom the opinion of 
the mejority of the Court, in that the present 
case made no discrimination between drum- 
mers and its own citizens doing business, all 
being taxed alik«; but they etate that in case 
such discrimination had existed, the judgment 
would have been unlawful. 

This is a plain statement of the law in ques- 
tion, and the passage of Mr. Farquhbar’s bill will 
only affirm the judgement of the court. How 
important the bill is may be appreciated when 
it is remembered that these commercial tra’el- 
ers do an aggregate business of more than $1,- 
500,000,000 a year, and that they number more 
than $25,000 men. Mr. Farquhar sa'd: 

“The bill does not affect peddlers of any kind. 
It relates only to the men who sell goods by 
sample and to the high toned traveling men of 
the country. These men are among the lead- 
ing business men of the United States. They 
are bright, active, honest and able men, and the 
traveling salesman of to-day is far different 
from ths drummer of the past, He is now 
rather the confidential agent of the firm, 
and you will find nowhere a more irtelli- 
gcnt and able set of men than the traveling 
salesmen. They cover the whole country in 
their journeys, and the lowest salaries they re- 
ceive are $1,200 a year and expenses, An aver- 
age salesman of this kind will not pu!l on his 
gaiters for less than $2000 a year, and many of 
them make $5.(00, 6,000, $7,000 and $8,900, and 
sometimes more, per annum. Many of them 
do business on commission, and they areina 
measure the missionaries of civil'zation. They 
carry the latest in politics, music, fashion and 
business into the backwoods parts of the cour- 
try. They are keen judges of buman nature, 
and they are as good all-round men as you will 
find in the country. Toney bave now an orgaz- 
ization known as the Travelers’ Protective 
Association, the head of which is Mr, 0. P, 
Pindell, of Zenia, O., and whose members 
cover the whole United States. This associa- 
tion is organized to promote the social, 
personal and business interests of commer- 
cial travelers. It has divisions and posts, and 
in ite combinations it reduces the price 
of railroad fare to its members and pro- 
motes their business. A division may take 
up several States. A post is usually a city or 
small district. The association comprises all 
classes of commercial travelers who take orders 
for goods as guch, and it has done a great deal 
to push trade in the new parts of the country. 
It bas largely aided in opening up the South to 
trade, and it has been a great benefit to the 
commercial world.” 

“How about the taxation of travelers in 
this district?” 

“The District of Columbia is one of the worst 
regiors in the United States in this respect, and 
the tax is here most unjustly levied. The pro- 
visions of the law, the badness of which can 
hardly be described, are evaded, and the tax cf 
$20 is made an excuse for giving a number 
of license brokers big salaries. Last year the 
District received less than $10,000 from there 
license fees, whereas had the law been enforced 
without discrimination or without favor, this 
District should have received $1,400,’ 00. 

“The way the lawisevaded is ttat a man 
who calls himself an agent takes outa license 
to sell goodsin the district,and pays his $200 
for it. A drummer comes to Washington. He 
may be selling dry goods. He goes to thi# 
man’s office and asks to be made his sub-agent 
for the time he remains here. Certain forms 
are gone through, and the dry goods salesman 
pays $2, $4, $5, or $10 a day for the privilege.

A FOREIGN CORPORATION DOING BUSI 
NEssS IN THE SUUTH., 


Judge Simonton of Charieston, &, C. has ren- 
dered a decision in the case of Martin versu>

The bistory of the case is stated by Judge

Lawsow & Co., one-third of the stock of the 
At antic Phosphate Company, limited, an E ig- 
lish corp ration owaing proporty ia South Car 
olina, consisting of atract of land known as 
Williman’s Island and certain machioery and 
plant thereon. They also became psse-sed of 
ninety boods of said company of $1,(.00 eacb,ce 
cured by a mortgage of the property of the 
company in South Carolina, Being unabie 
to obtain satisfactory information of the 
condition of this company from Spcfford 
Bros., of New York, who owned the reat 
Of the stock and were managers of the com- 
pany, they determined to seak an agent 
in this country to whom their interestac uid 
be safely intrusted, and on the reeommenda- 
tion of Brown, Shipley & Co.,of London, of 
the defendant as a person in whom thty cou’a 
place imp.icit confidence, they accordingly, on 
the 10.b of December, 1875,wrote to the d: fond- 
ant and appointed him their agent. At the 
game time they stated that they had heard that 
he was engaged iu phospbate matters for 
others, and requested him,if these engage- 
ments precluded him from acting, to nume 
some other person. He replied, accepting the

a decree for foreciosure was had in November, 
18°8, and all the prop: rty of the Atlantic Phos- 
phate Company was purchased by defendant 
for the plaintiff-. Mr. Roberts, as agent of 
Martin & Co.,then touk care of the property, 
and the scope of his agency was enlarged. 

“Being thus in possession of Williman’s 
Island and the machinery and plant thereon 
the defendant continued to act as agent for the 
plaintiffe. Along and steady correepondence 
went on between them, but before its termina- 
tion, in March, 1884. the plaintiffs bad sent out 
Capt. Gardyoe, an‘ xperienced miner, with in- 
structions to examine the property and shipa 
cargo of phosphate rock. From « mething in 
his report to them the plaintiff: were led to 
make an inquiry as to certain matt re not rn - 
ported tothem by defendant. This led to the 

termination of the agency and to the suit, 

The charge wae that the defendant, disloyal 

to the plaintiffs and in breach of his trust, 
surrendered the rights and claims of the plain- 
title ip phosphate territory appurtepapt to 








Willman’s Island for the benefit of the Oak 
Point Mining Company. his other principale. 
That by this surrender he injured and endan - 
gered other phosphate territories of plaintiff-. 
That he so conducted himself that the wood 
and machinery on the island were used for the 
bene fit of Oak Point Miner, and that which was 
not so used was neglected and seriously injured 
by the neglect. That thus the money value of 
the property of the plaintiffs was greatly im- 
paired, besides an absolute lors of many tons of 
phosphate rock to the plaintiffs,”’ 

After a long and exhaustive review of the 
technical questions and legal aspects of the 
case, the Court sayr, “It is difficult to see of 
what right the defendant deprived the p'ain- 
tiffs, and more difficult to arrive at an es:imate 
of the damage if he did deprive them of any 
right. There can be no doubt that there were 
depredations of phosphate rock, but after 
careful examination of the evidence it no- 


j 
| 
where appears that the defendant connived at, 
encouraged or knew of this, It is unfortunate 
that the interests of these two adjicent pro- 
prietors were in charge of the same person, 
snd thatin this way complaints would not be 
made or deprecations easily discovered. 

“Tbis conciusion is reached the more readi'y, 
as it does not leave the plaintiffs without a 
remedy. If the facts stated be true, that the 
Oak Point Mining Compary have been depre- 
dating uvon the lands of the plaintiffs, that 
company can be made to respord for it. Noti- 
ing that defendant could bave done could ber 
tbe plaiot ffs in such’an action.

Tests for Rhubarb. 


According to Dr. B ni, Chinese rhubarb may 
be distinguished from the European by the 
amo'int of lime occurring in the ash. He states 
that whi'e 5 grams of Chinese rhubarb should 
give 1-125 grams of asb, the same quantity of 
European wili only yield 0°400°55 grams, the 
d fference being referable to different qu nti- 
ties of calcium oxalate in the roots. If the 
genuine root be extracted first with water and 
then with strong alcono!l, and with benzine, the 
residue resembles dirty white sand mixed with 
woody particl:e, whilst the residue from the 
European is woody and resembies sawdust. If 
the dried residue be heated to boiling in a little 
distilled water slightly acidulated with nitric 
acid, the hot liquid run throueh a filter free 
from 1 me and then treated with ammonia in 
slight excess,a liquid from Chinese rhubarb 
residue yields an abundant white crystalline 
precipita’e, insoluble in acetic acid, whilst a 
liquid from European rhubary resi ue gives 
only a simole turbidity or a slieht deposit,

I have felt desirous of being able to so piace 
'this matter before you that you will take in 
the question and understand that there is no 
possible relief for us in unconditional free 
trade. Free ships wont help us. Years ago in 
accordance with my desire that something 
should be done for our shipping interest, years 
ago when we had a large commerce, I advo- 
cated free trade for our ships, but as time wore 
on our shipping kept going and going, and 1 
believe we have come to a point when that will 
mot beany possibie relief to us. Isn’t it time 
for us to look out for ourselves? Isn’t it time to 
say that we will come to the rellef of this inter- 
est. It ssems to me that the young men should 
bave snough patriotic pride in them to join 
out ranks in favor of the government coming 
© the relief of this interest in some form. If it is 
mot in the form of this bill, then it should come 
un some form, that they should not rest quietly 
‘and see us driven out of one of the largest and 
most valuable interests that any country can 
have. I thank you, Mr. President and gentle- 
men for your kind attention. (Applause ) 
General Horace C. King was uext introduced 
and addressed the club as follows: 


GENERAL KING'S SPEECH. 

Mr. Chairman and Gentlemen: While I am at 
Kiberty to thank you for the generosity of the 
‘Oll, Paint and Varnish Club in doing me the 
honor to invite me at least to their entertain- 
ment, I feel that I have a cause of complaint 
against the speakers who are placed on the pro- 
gram before me and who have not put in an 
‘appearance here this evening. I had a right to 
expect from them that they would say enough 
in the course of their speeches to give me 
something to reply t> when it came my turn to 
speak. I certainly had aright to expect that 
Mayor Hewitt would at least have continued 
wnother chapter in his serial message, and I 
thought that Mr Chapin might be able to tell 
us how he feels in being an independent mayor 
with Boss McLaughlin at the head of adminis- 
tration affairs. From the Hon. William McAdoo 
I was supposed to hear something about the 
revenue of the United States and what they 
were going to do with it; and also, as he is one 
of the members of the Committee on Naval 
Affairs in. the House of Representatives, 
that he would say something about the 
navy, and where it is. [Laughter] I 
have epjoyed very much hearing what 
Captain Snow has said in regard to our 
marine, and I cannot add anything to the very 
instructive and valuable address he has made; 
even if I could, I shouid certainly leave it to 
my honored father, who is the vice president of 
the league of which Captain Snow is president 
in New York city. I am quite at loss to under- 
stand whether it isa delicate satire or an im- 
plied compliment to me that you have given 
me the only text of the evening. Whether you 
intended me to go into sermoning or sermon- 
izing Ido not know. Perhaps it had something 
to do with the fact thatsome years agolI 
was the publisher of a Christian newspaper, 
and while holding that position I was constant- 
ly in the receipt of letters from people who 
had never seen me, and had no knowledge 


as the Rev. Mr. King, and often followed 
this by “D.D.” I think the text is rather 
badly mixed,, like some of your paints, 
for it combines both the Scripture and trade, 
In the application of my text I recall first a lit- 
tle incident that occurred in the battle of Five 
Forks a good many years ago,when a Peansyl- 
vania Colon®l came rushing into the head- 
quarters with the information that his regi- 
ment was “cut all to pleces’’ and he said this 
crouching, pale and shivering in his saddle. 
General said to me,*’Major,I wish you 
would go out and find out what is the matter 
there,” and I went to the regiment and found 
them exceedingly quiet. They had been driven 
back a little, but in good order, and their Colo- 
nel was the only man that was cut up and dis- 
organized, That gentleman, through family 
influence, newspaper noteriety and perversion 
of history got brevetted for his loyalty and 
travery and it was paint and varnish that did it. 
I remember when I was one of the counsel in 
the trial of a celebrated Court Martial, that one 
of the charges which was to be sustained 
swainst the accused, whom I represented, was

cowardice. We placed on the stand an old Iili- 
nois Colonel who had gone through with his 
work in the war, and had gone back to farm- 
ing—as uncouth a specimen of a farmer as you 
would find anywhere. He told his story of the 
action and wound up with “As we were re- 
treating down the hill and into the woods, we 
seen General Jones standing behind a tree. 
We thought General Jones was a very nice 
man, but he was a leetie too nervous for war.” 
Newspaper notoriety, perversion of history 
and family influence brought that gentleman 
to a very high position in the army of the 
United States, and it was paint and varnish 
that did it. 

I was going to say something ic the way of 
sermonizing on this question of trusts; and 
now Iam going to be serious, gentlemen, for 
orce in my life; and I probably may tread on 
somebody’s corns, but I claim wherever there 
is a combination of capital, or, if you please, a 
combination of labor formed for the purpose 
of defying the law, it is high time that the 
people everywhere should rise in their might, 
and if they cannot be suppressed by the law, 
then it is time the people took the law in their 
own hands, and brought back to the common 
people what properly belongs to the common 
people, The men who corner the ordinary 
necessities of life are doing a crime against na- 
ture. The men who unlawfully produce a 
fictitious price for anything that is needed for 
our support are also doing acrime against na- 
ture and ought to be suppressed, and I hear 
with delight the cffort that is being made in 
the Legislature of New York at this time to 
bring about a law that wiil as well meet that 
as that other law, which bas been for some 
time past, which meets the conspiracies of 
labor. Now, I do not mean by this to de- 
prive any one to any degree of the right 
of combination, As the representative of 
one of the largest organizations of the 
United States I maintain that all men have a 
right to join together within the law for their 
own benefit, just as you join together here in 
this club for the promotion of the interest 
representing your own trades. But the 
moment the labor organization, or the organ- 
ization of captalists, do one thing which is con- 
trary tothe general public welfare they are 
outside of the law and ought to be punished with 
all the severity that the law can bring upon 
them. This, gentlemen, is very.good talk when 
you say it to capitalists as against the laboring 
men, but I find that it isnot good talk when 
you are talking te capitalists themselves. The 
greed of gain shows out from them, it eeems to 
me, in the very idea that there is nothing in 
this world that they are to think of 
but how they can increase their own 
fortunes and line their coffers with gold, 

I should be very glad to say to Mayor Hew- 
itt’s face what I propose to say bebind his back, 
and that is this: There has been some notable 
mayors in this city,and one of those I do re- 
member with pleasure, is the relative of one of 
the member's of this club, and that is the Hon. 
Daniel F. Tiemann, whose administration as 
mayor was signalized by the highest integrity. 
Mayor Hewitt I regard as having been without 
exception one of the best mayors New York 
has ever had. On ono occasion! cajled upon 
him in reference to the appointment of a friend 
of mine to office. I bad had the pleasure of his 
acquaintance before, and he took me into his 
private room and talked with great freedom. 
He said to me: “Mr. King, I shall make no ap- 
pointment for personal reasons. If the gentle- 
man, who occupies the position which you de- 
sire for your friend, proves himself wortby, I 
shall retain him io that position. If he does 
not prove himself worthy, and I find that your 
friend is competent for the position, I shall be 
very happy to appoint him. I have taken this 
position,” said he, “against my own desire, and 
only upon the urgent call of the prominent 
men of this city, who assured me not only of 
their hearty personal, but their most zealous 
pecuniary support. I have had their personal 
support, but it has cost me for the privilege of 
being Mayor of the city of New York $23,000; and 
the pecuniary support has not yet come from my 
zealous friends. Now, they have put me into 
this position. I was unpopular enough before, 
but I give you my word that before I get 
through with my administration I shal) be the 
most unpopular man in the city of New York.” 
And he has gone to work with that idea. But

city of New York: for I believe the man’s in- 
tegrity isso great,and his earnestness and his 
zeal so great, that there is hardly a business 
manin this city who, if Mayor Hewitt was 
placed in nomination to-morrow, but would 
give him his support. 

Vice-President Rice of the New England 
Paint and Oil Club being called for, favored 
the company with a neat speech. 

REMARKS OF MR, RICE. 

Mr. President and Gentlemen: I countita 
great pleasure to be with you to-night, and I 
am very glad to have heard Captain Snow on 
the subject which he introduced. It was my 
pleasure to be present at the New England 
Paint and OJjl Club when that subject was 
presented and that club was as much interested 
aa you are here to-night, if I can judge from 
your quietness during his remarks. In the 
New England Club there was this state- 
ment made that the Government of the 
United States does not hesitate at ali to 
give land grants to these various operating 
lines to this country. You may cali it asub- 
sidy, bounty, or what you please, but they pay 








& round price to the railroads of this country 
for that very thing; and the moment that we 
want trade with foreign countries then they 
shrink into a quiet place and eay “No; we can’t 
do that.” If there is anything we want in this 
country it is an output for the various goods 
that are manufactured here. In New England 
we are larger manufacturers than you are; but 
you gentlemen aie manufacturers of another 
industry—a large industry of paints, oils and 
varnishes. I bave had some opportunity to 
know about these various matters in foreign 
countries. A gentleman connected with Aus- 
tralla made the remark to me that the people 
of Australia, although they are a dependency 
of Great Britain, prefer to deal with the United 
States, because they think more of our ways 
here; but they, cannot do it. The people of 
South America prefer to deal with us than tu 
deal wiih other countries. Will yow do any- 
thing to help them so they can do it? The 
general sentiment of the New England Club 
was that they ought to do something. Iam 
glad to make this additional statement because 
it seems to me in the direct line of what 
ought to be engaged in by clubs of this kind. 
I looked over this beautiful menu, and 1 
thought how wonderfully you got on—how 
beautifully arranged you have everything on 
the first aniversary of your formation; how 
grandly you got on. For a yearling I think 
you have got on grandly. There is one omis- 
sion, however, that I noticed,and if Charles 
Richardson of the New England Club were 
here he would call your &ttention toit. Ido 
not find a single articie on here that is a specia! 
New England dish-—that 1s, baked beans. I 
congratulate you, gentiemen, upon the suceess 
that you have attained in the short time you 
have been golng on. You have made much 
more rapid progress than our club in New 
England, I bring you the hearty greetings of 
the Paint and Oil Club of New England, and I 
wish you the great success that will be likely to 
ftcllow you if you go on as you have begun, I 
thank you, gentlemen, for this chance to say 
these two or three words. 


THANKS TO THE OLD OFFICERS, 

Mr. Tiemann then spoke as follows: 

Mr. President and gentlemen of the club, we 
have heard from one of our distinguished 
guests of this evening an allusion made to the 
success and prosperity that has attended our 
club during the short period of its existence. 
and I think it will be eminently proper that we 
should extend to General Molineux and the 
other retiring officers of the club, to whose 
untiring ¢ff_rts this success has been due, our 
sincere thanks, I wouldtherefore move that 
a vote of thanks be extended to General Moli- 
neux and his associate cflicers. The motion 
was put and carried. 

General Molineux then spoke as follows: 

Thank you, gentlemen. (Cries of speech, 
speech), 

GEN. MOLINEUX'S SPEECH. 

I do not know about aspeech, especially 
when I see Mr. R. P. Rowe from the City of 
Brooklyn coming in here, who is one of the 
retiring officers, and my speech maker. This 
reminds me of what Chauncey Depew said ata 
meeting in Brooklyn. It happenedto beina 
large hall there in which some of the gas was 
escaping. He smelt around awhile and said: 
‘Surely, gentlemen, you don’t expect me to 
compete with Brvoklyn gas, do you?” So I 
think if you want apy speech we will have to 
ask the retiring chairman of the Executive 
Committee and the incoming vice-president 
for a speech. I want to say in regard to the 
remark that I heard from our old ship master 
and owner, Capt. Snow, it seems to me, as an 
American, it bad a true ring that we should 
listen to in addition to our .trade interests, be- 
cause we are all proud of being Americans; and 
aleo the remarks of General King made in re- 
gard to combinations. These are two points I 
want to speak one moment upon. In the first 
piace, I recollect when I was a young 
man with what pride I used to, when 
I was cff out of the country, see the 
American flag floating on the ocean, or 
in the lands of West Indies and South America, 
and now of late years when I have been down 
there, as he said, you hardly. see the flag any- 
where. I remember I was once caught in an 
expedition to the Republic of Venezuela—a 
pacific one, I supposed, when we. started with 
General ——-——, but it seems they took back 
the invitation they had sent him to come to 
Venezuela, and they clapped him into prison 
and sent for the gentlemen who went with him 
to put them into prison; but I, being smal), 
escaped and went to Maracaibo, and I didn’t 
know how I was toget home from there. When 
I got into the city of Maracaibo there was 
floating there in the harbor, waiting to pass 
the bar,an American three-masted schooner 
with the American flag flying. I got a boat 
and went out and made myself known to the 
master—he was a Mason by the way~—and he 
notonly took me on board but he disguised 
me asa sailor, put a paint pot in my band and 
sluog me over the side of the vessel, and I was 
painting the side of the boat while the officers 
were looking forme. If you travel now in 
South America or the West Indies you won’t 
see that flag. Whyisit? It is because other 
nations ure peying immense subsidies to their 
lines, and I think it is only a question of time 
in which our government will find out the ne- 
cessity of following the examples of the older 
nations of the world in protecting our shipping 
and supporting that flag asa pational emblem, 

Genera) King has also, I think, perbaps mis 























































* understood what we in our trade take as lawful 
combinations. |I don’t know about those huge 
trusts, not having anything to do with them, 
and I cannot speak on that subject; but Ido 
hold that it is right for merchants or manu- 
facturers when they find that they have got to 
such a pass that they are all losing money, not 
getting any interest on their capital; that they 
have aright to combine for the benefit of the 
interest and for themselves and to charge & 
proper price; and thst we have a right, whether 
it may be in one form or the other, to protect 
our interests to the full. I agree with him in 
the fcrce of the remark that if labor combines 
capital can. % In speaking about capital I want 
to be distinctly understood that I think there is 
a great difference between large trusts and 
a matter of manufacturers meeting together, 
talking over the interests of the industry, and 
protecting themselves, protecting their cus- 
tomers. It must be understood that if we are 
engaged in the manufacture of goods and do 
oot get the capital back that we have invested in 
it, or the interest on that capital, and a fair liv- 
ing, that industry must die and pass off tosome 
one. else, and in such case we have a right as 
merchants, as a club, to combine together to 
look after that lawful interest by combining. I 
mention this because I think the General may 
have got the impression from hearing about 
the Standard Oil Company and other trusts, 
that this club may have been formed for the 
purpose of putting up prices, or matters of 
that sort. This is not the case. 

i think you have elected an admirable board 
of officers who will look after the interests of 
the club and I am gatistied after the one year 
that has passed in which we have become bet- 
ter acquainted with one another, and under 
the leadership of Mr. Merz and his associate 
officers, we shall find at the end of the year that 
we have done something lawfully for the bene- 
fit of our trade, 

REMARKS OF VICE*PRESIDENT ROWE, 


Mr. R. P. Rowe, the newly elected vice-pres!- 
dent, was called upon and said: Our retiring 
president has rather corrected, I trust, General 
King’s ideas about the formation of this club: 
but Ido not think I am quite ready to let him 
goyet. Many of youare aware that General 
King is a lawyer, now I do not know /f law was 
a thing that was astandard manufacture, that 
was dealt out at so much per pound, or so 
much a day, or so much a quire,and every 
time General King had a bill against a client, 
his client wrote to other lawyers and got their 
prices and would find that one man valued bis 
services at $75,and another at $62 5(, axd an- 
other at $19 50. {think he would find in such 
a case that something ought to be done to bet- 
ter the price of law. Now, as faras trusts are 
concerned, I do not anything about them, but 
I have heard something. I have talked with gen- 
tlemen who are interested in them more or lees, 
and I contend to-day thata trust—a properly 
conducted trust is simply this: That it is the 
maximum quality atthe minimum cost, The 
expenses in carrying on a dozen institutions 
under one management can be so reduced that 
a staple article can be sold at a lower price and 
reach the consumer at a smaller cost than un- 
der the ordinary methods of doing Lusiness. 
Some time ago one of our salesmen in an in- 
terior town of this State wrote us home that 
there were seven men in the town representing 
differeat manufacturers in the country com- 
peting for the trade in that town on bis par- 
ticular line of goods. There were six too 
many—yes, there were seven too meny. That 
had all to be added to the price of the goods; 
and I think if General King will look into the 
question a little more his antagonism to trusts 
will diminish. 

To the above remarks of the Vice President 
Gen. King briefly replied.

The Origin of Petroleum. 


At the annual meeting of the Chemiets’ Asso- 
ciation held in Liverpool last month the presi- 
dent in his annual address made the follow- 
ing remarks on the origin of petroleum: 

He fully explained the most important 
theories to account for its formation in the 
earth, which, he said, were known as the or- 
ganic and inorganic theories. The former 
theory considered that petroleum was the re- 
sult of the slow natural distillation of organic 
matter, both animal and vegetable, that bad 
been deposited in strata of former epochs of 
the earth’s history, chiefly those of the Silurian 
and Tertiary periods. The latter, or inorganic 
theory, traced the origina of petroleum from the 
direct incuence of carbonic acid and waters 
which infiltrate the earth’s crust, on metals— 
such as iron, &c—far down in theinterior of the 
ealth. He stated thrt it has been freqvently as- 
serted that at no very distant date world’s pe- 
troleum supplies would be ex hausted,and there. 
fore the question of its original formation has an 
important bearing, as,if the organic theory be 
the accepted one, the generation of petroleum 
has been practically completed. If, on the 
contrary, the inorganic theory be the true one, 
we have conditions which are perpetually re- 
newed and ccntinuous, and at present active. 
In conclusion, he stated that the rise and pro- 
gress of the petroleum industry had been the 
most remarkable and rapid of any branch of 
commerce of modern times,and it had exer- 
cised a marked influence on modern civiliza- 
tion. To recount the uses to which it was now 
applied was not within the scope of the pa- 
per. It was sufficient to say that, as the 
cheapest and one of the most brilliant 
illiminants yet discovered, it had added largely 
to social comfort and happiness. It had enabled 
poor workpeople to considerably extend their 
hours of labor, thereby increasing their power 
of wage earning. It was rapidly displacing all 
other illuminants. As a lubricant, it had su- 
pericr qualities to all animal or vegetable oils’ 
owing to its freedom from oxygen, as well as 
its cheapness in comparison with these oils, Its 
use as the cheapest of fuels was of the first im- 
portance, altbough we might say it wasas yet 
in its infancy for that purpose; but that it 
would ultimateiy largely displace coal in the 
merchant and naval marine of all nations was, 
in his opinion, certain. 
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The Shut Down in Taylorstown, 


Under a misconception of privilege granted 
Mr, Henrg Fisher, president of the Washing- 
ton Oil Company, by an officer of the P. P. A., 
says the Oi.) City Derrick, the first named con- 
cero started three wells on the Hodgens farm; 
two of the number are drilling, or more prop- 
erly, were drilling a day or two ago, and the 
third was being put into shape to drill, All 
these have been stopped, and in addition the 
Palmer well,on the Crawford farm, pear the 
Thayer well, purchased recently by the Wash- 
ington Oil Company, is alsoshut down, This 
wholesale suspension, so to speak, of work 
leaves only four wells drilling in the Taylors- 
town field, to wit: A.B. Caldwell, on the R. 
W. Crothers farm; Jo Preston’s well No. 2. on 
the Hilton farm; Lawyer Kubn’s well on the 
Martin tarm; and the Washington Oil Com- 
pany’s venture, on the Wright farm. The 
jast named venture will be drilled to the 
sand and stopped. The Preston well re- 
cently fiaished on the Hilton farm, is a 
small affair; no better, if so good, as the 
Thayer well. Uader the new dispensa- 
tion Mr. R. H. Thayer stops his second well, 
which makes five rigs and wells stopped in the 
Taylorstown fi:id, The Buchanan well in the 
Canonsburg district is also shut down, and this 
may lead to stopping the drillon two wells of 
Booth & Flynn on the Reform Schoo! lands, as 
well as the operations present and prospective 
of the Manufacturers’ Gas Company. Mr. 
Phillips, of the Producers’ Association, made a 
remarkably able plea for the suspension of 
work on the wells on the Morganza lands, 
which isowned by the Commonwealth. The 
plea was made before a State official, who 
promised to use his influence to have the work 
stopped. Mr. Phillips pointed out to the State 
the fact that the shutting in of the Buchanan 
well removed the cause, and so long as it re- 
maioed shut in the property of the State would 
not suffer from drainage. The misconception 
uader which the Washington Company started 
these wells, to which allusion i¢ made in the 
opening paragraph, is of this nature, namely, 
When Preston started his Jo-Jo weil, and Frank 
Palmar opened his batteries on the Crawford 
lot, Mr. Henry Fisher, president of the Wash- 
ington Oil Co., with an officer of the P. P. A., 


imentioned the work taking place On bis south 
boundary, and expressed the view that his con- 
cern was entitled to protection. Mr. Taylor 
agreed with bim, and suggested that he build a 
rig against each well drilling on his line, await 
the result of the drill, and if large we'ls were 
developed to drill his welis, but if small wels 
were found he advised Mr. Fisher not to drill. 
The authority, it will be seen, was limited, but 
Fisher, after builing his rige, proceeded to drill 
two o; them, regardless of the conditions under 
which the privilege was granted, and the rest 
of the company, until Wednesday, were in 
complete ignorance of the true state of affaire: 
each supposing that Mr. Fisher bad uncondi- 
tional authority from the P. P. A.todrill. Mr, 
Fisher being absent, Mr. J J. Vandergrift was 
elected vice.president of the company, and he 
at once gave the order to shut down the wells.
